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Plan commissioners make feelings clear 
Swan Lake faces rejection 
if density is not reduced

The Swan Lake Apartments appear to 


be facing certain rejection by the Wheel- 
ing Plan Commission unless density is 
substantially reduced. 


The project, which last year started 


the plan commission's search for greater 
controls over high-density housing devel- 
opments, Thursday ran Into solid opposi- 
tion from the commissioners. 


"Tlie commission, almost to a man, 


hat expressed their views that they want 
to see the density lower," chairman Her- 
bert Lortz said during an Informal re- 
view of the project Thursday. "The den- 
sity Is too high given that most of ttiat 
area Is swamp." 


Commission members made it clear 


that they would not accept the project 
tiniest density was reduced and proper 
engineering was planned for flood-control 
programs. 


Tlie tone of the commission was 


markedly different from the first review 
of the project in July, 1073. At that time 
Lortz said the commission had little pow- 
er to stop the project if developers met 
all village codes, despite concern over 
I ho density of buildings, seas of parking 
tots ami flood plain problems. 


PLAN COMMISSION members since 


have gradually changed their attitudes 
toward the approval of developments af- 
ter being repeatedly assured by the vil- 
lage board and the village attorney that 
they had the right to reject a project for 
poor planning. 


The recent scandal caused by the in- 


dictment of six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials also 
has allowed the plan commission to be- 
come more aggressive in demanding bet- 
ter planning. Four of the six have been 
convicted as a result of a year-long 
probe into shakedowns of Wheeling de- 
velopers. 


The Swan Lake project is proposed for 


•10 acres on Wheeling Road Just north of 
St. Alplionsus Church. McDonald Creek 
runs through the property, leaving al- 
most half the land in the flood plain. De- 
velopers have used the entire site to 
compute the density of the project al- 
though thnv contend that the flood nlaln 
land is unsuitable for building. 


The developers argued Thursday that 


the property was purchased on the as- 
sumption that 16 units would be allowed 
per acre. They said that to build a lower 
density would mean an economic loss.

Two Wheeling youtla were given light 


sentences in Arlington Heights branch of 
Circuit Court Friday after pleading guil- 
ty to charges associated with the June 8 
fircbomblng of Wheeling High School li- 
brary. 


Related cases involving two Wheeling 


youths charged with arson in the fire- 
bombing were continued to Sept. 10. 


Mark Torp. 17, of 705 Elmhurst Rd., 


was sentenced to a weekend in jail and 
one year of probation after pleading guil- 
ty to battery charges. He was originally 
charged with aggravated battery and re- 
sisting arrest for allegedly kicking a po- 
liceman and trying to escape arrest. 


DANIEL CHEPAS. 17, of Audrey Ct., 


was sentenced to one year of court su- 
pervision for Interfering with a police ra- 
dio operator. Police said Crcpas was 
trying to post bond for Torp at the police 
station when he was arrested. 


In a pre-trial conference, the state 


agreed to drop the resisting arrest 
charge when Torp agreed to plead guilty 
to reduced battery charge. Torp will 


spend two days in jail beginning Aug. 10. 


The two youtlis charged with arson in 


the fircbomblng ore scheduled to appear 
before Judge Harold Sullivan's court in 
Skokic Sept. 10. Erwin J. Kopccky, 18, of 
912 Wilshirc Dr., and James Scrowka, 18, 
of 287 E. Norman Ln., are charged with 
starting the fire which caused an esti- 
mated $350,000 to the school's library. 


ACCORDING TO normal procedure, 


the cases against Kopccky and Scrowka 
will be sent to a Cook County Grand Jury 
if pica-bargaining docs not load to a set- 
tlement before Judge Sullivan. 


Kopccky originally was arrested with 


Torp and two others youths who were 
part of an unruly crowd that threw rocks 
and bottles at police and firemen re- 
sponding to the fire. 


Last month, two of the youths arrested 


for disorderly conduct were given 90-day 
suspended sentences. They are Donald 
McEwcn, 17, of 321 Wheeling Ave., 
Wheeling, and Kevin Doyle, 17, of 16 
Oakwood Dr., Prospect Heights. 


a higher quality project and recoup their 
losses by charging higher prices for each 
unit.

THE DEVELOPERS said they had 


come to the plan commission for guid- 
ance on their project. Lawrence Fried- 
man, attorney for the development, said 
that all suggestions would be taken into 
consideration, but said the final decision 
would be based on economics. 


Comr. Jack Mctzgcr asked that the de- 


velopers submit formal plans for the 
project so an official review could take 
place. "Let's get a preliminary, get into 
it and let it run its course," he said., 


Noting that every plan submitted for 


the property has run Into serious prob- 
lems, Lortz said, "Maybe it should be 
one great big park." 


Developers said they would submit 


plans for the apartment project after re- 
viewing suggestions of the plan commis- 
sion.

Would YOU support 'modern9 Bill of Rights?

Half the people in the Northwest suburbs wouldn't sign a 


petition to pass the Bill of Rights if they had the chance 
today. 


More than 300 persons had that chance Thursday morning 


as they were surveyed by students enrolled In a social science 
course this summer at Frcmd High School in Palatine. 


The students rewrote the first 10 amendments of the U.S. 


Constitution, putting them in modern-day terms. They put the 
amendments on a petition to be sent to U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, IMZth, and asked persons to sign it. 


About half wouldn't even read it, said teacher David Smith, 


and half of (hose who did refused to sign it. In sum, the 25 
students in the class collected about 180 signatures in two 
hours. 


"SOME OF US dressed up kind of freaky and some dressed 


up straight," said one of the students. They stopped people at 
the Arlington Heights police station, Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. depots In Arlington Heights and Palatine, a post 
office and several food stores. 


Tho petition read, "In signing this, we believe that the 


proposals below arc sound and should be added to present 
laws." The Bill of Rights, as rewritten by the students, were 
then listed. 


The students admit they were surprised by some of the 


reactions they got. Here arc some samples: 


"You're going to be investigated about this." 
"I'm a Democrat." 
"I don't have time. I'm going to Arizona." 
"What is this the American Civil Liberties Union?" 
"My husband docs ail the signing in our family." 
"I'll sign it if you tell me what time it is." 
"I don't want to sign but you've got some good Ideas." 


STUDENT CHESCENTIA BARRY found her experience in 


surveying people in the Arlington Heights Municipal Building 
frustrating, to say the least. "The whole city hall was just so 
depressing." 


The Tremd Bill of Rights' 


Following Is the Bill of Rights as rewritten by Fremd stu- 


dents. The third amendment, prohibiting the quartering of 
soldiers In peacetime, has been omitted and the amendments 
guaranteeing a speedy trial and trial by jury have been com- 
bined. 


No person should be held for a serious crime, unless In- 


dicted by a grand jury. You can't be forced to speak against 
yourself or have property taken away. 


We want the right to be left alone, free of intrusions and 


forced entry without a proper court order. 


Government can in no way tell you what to say, what to 


print, what religion to believe In, or keep you from protesting 
something you think Is wrong. 


No court should go too far in balls, costs, fines, or punish- 


ments. 


One may not use his civil rights to interfere with anyone 


else's. 


Any person arrested should be given a fast trial by a fair 


Jury. 


Tho State Militia of Illinois should bo able to carry guns 


and ammunition to stop riots instead of the federal troops. 


The federal government shouldn't take on any powers not 


given It by the Constitution. 


She sold the desk sergeant at the police station there 


wouldn't sign it, saying that a speedy trial isn't possible with 
the backlog of cases before the courts. When she told him he 
was reading the Bill of Rights, she said he asked her to leave. 


Another student stopped a policeman who told her, "People 


who sign this are against their own rights. The law should be 
changed."

One person who signed the petition almost 200 years after 


the amendments became law said, "It's about time." 


Two students dressed "freaky" went into a bakery and 


asked people to sign the petition. One woman took one look at 
them and said she wouldn't sign it. 


ONE MAN WAS hesitatnt to sign the petition and he ex- 


plained, "I'm a local politician." The student told him he had 
just been asked to support the Bill of Rights. He blushed and 
turned away. 


Two girls hi the class talked to a crew of construction 


workers outside a local food store. The men asked them to 
explain the petition several times before finally signing it. 
The owner of the store came outside and the girls asked him

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'Hanging' 
victim's body 
is found

Tho body of a 27-year-old Arlington 


Heights man who apparently hanged 
himself, was found Saturday in a forest 
preserve area near Big Bend Lake in 
DCS Plalnos. 


The man, identified as James C. 


Woods, 821 S. Mitchell Avc., was found 
hanging from a tree in a wooded area 
near Golf and East River roads. His 
body was discovered by two picnickers 
who notified police. 


He had apparently hanged himself with 


a belt, according to police reports. 


Woods was cut loose from the tree by 


Des Plalncs firemen and taken to Holy 
Family Hospital where he was pro- 
nounced dead at 3:25 p.m. 


POLICE ACCOUNTS ranged from five 


days to two weeks as the length of time 
Woods had been dead. 


WoodSi who was living with his parents 


in Arlington Heights, was last seen alive 
July 11 by his mother, Mrs. Joseph 
Woods. He was reported missing when he 
took his father's automobile to Lutheran 
General Hospital for a doctor's appoint- 
ment. He never appeared. 


Five days later, tho auto, a 1867 Ford, 


was discovered about 100 yards from a 
parking lot at the lake, not too far from 
where Woods' body was found, polico 
said. 


Tho day after tho car was found, 


Woods' parents received their son's 
billfold in the mail sent from an address 
in Mount Prospect, according to reports. 
The billfold contained no money but had 
a suicide note inside written on four 
sheets of small paper. 


WOODS WAS undergoing care at tho 


time of his death for periods of deep 
depression, police said. 


Two bottles of an undetermined liquid 


and a small amount of pills recovered 
from near tho body led police to bolievo 
ho may hove been on drugs at tho Umo 
of his death. 


Tho body was first discovered about 


1:30 p.m. by a Park Ridge man, Herbert 
Slezak, 44, of 1831 Manor Lnc., who told 
police ho was walking in the forest pre- 
serve. 


Slezak alerted another picnicker, Car) 


Ottinger, 52, of Niles who was nearby 
and they called the police. 


DCS Plaines police moved Woods' body 


to the county morgue Saturday after- 
noon.

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House panel to view more impeach charges 


WASHINGTON (UPII-Thc emotion of 


the first vote to impcflch a president in 
more than a century behind them, Home 
Judiciary Committee members press for- 
ward this week to determine whnt other 
charges support their recommendation 
that Richard M. Nixon be stripped of his 
office. 


Like the article which passed 27-11 Sat- 


urday night charging that Nixon directed 
the Watergate cover-up, the additional 
articles were expected to draw brood 
support from southern Democrats and 
conservative and moderate Republicans. 


It seemed certain the panel also would 


recommend Nixon's Impeachment for 
abusing the powers of his office by such 
tilings as ordering Illegal domestic spy- 
ing and using the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice to retaliate agaliut his political 
enemies. Possible additional articles 
could charge Nixon with contempt of 
Congress for defying committee sub- 
poenas for Watergate tapes and fraud In 
his personal income taxes. 


The size of the committee vote brought 


predictions that the full House would im- 
peach Nixon and send his case to the 
Senate for trial. 


The President ended a 10-day visit In 


California and headed back to the White 
House Sunday, with aides describing him 
as disappointed by the bipartisan com- 
mittee vote for Impeachment but still 
confident of victory in the full House. 


"No one Is giving up," sold one White 


House official as Nixon, accompanied by 
his family, prepared to take his Jet plane 
back to Washington. Upon his return to 
the capitol, Nixon will be preoccupied 
with listening to the first 20 tapes which 
are to be turned over to U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica at 3 p.m. CDT Tues- 
day. 


Senate Leader Mike Mansfield said he 


would meet Monday with Minority Lead- 
er Hugh Scott to launch preparations for 
the Senate trial. "The line of demarca- 
tion has been reached," said Mansfield. 


House Democratic leader Thomas P. 


"Tip" O'Neill predicted the House would 
impeach Nixon by a margin of about 70 
votes, adding "only a miracle con pre- 
vent It." Even Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford, who confidently had been pre- 
dicting the house would exonerate the 
President, conceded that committee vote 
meant the "odds had been narrowed" on 
impeachment.

Otto Kcrncr, former governor of Illinois and U.S. 7th Cir- 


cuit Court of Appeals judge, today will surrender to federal 
marshals at the Federal Correctional Institute In Lexington, 
Ky. to begin serving his three-year term for a February 1973 
conviction on bribery, conspiracy, mall fraud, income tax 
evasion and perjury charges. Warden Lawrence Grossman 
said, "it will be business as usual — just a little more press 
coverage." No special treatment Is planned for Kcrncr, but 
because of his age and health, he will be assigned to tho 
facility's comprehensive health unit. 


Carrasco nearly out of countries 


Convict Fred Gomez Carrasco, barricaded In a classroom 


of the Texas State Penitentiary with IS hostages and two 
other convicts, appeared yesterday to be running out of coun- 
tries he could go to in his bid for freedom.

Key Senate rules for an impeachment trial 


From Herald news services 


If the House Impeaches President Nix- 


on, the Senate Is ready to try him under 
26 rules of procedure. Following Is a 
summary of key Senate rules for an im- 
peachment trial. 


—When the trial is for the impeach- 


ment of the President, the presiding offi- 
cer (in this case Vice President Gerald 
R. Ford) informs the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the time and place 
"with a request to attend." 


—The Chief Justice directs all neces- 


sary preparations in the chamber, in- 
cluding providing space for the House 
managers who will prosecute the charges 
against the President and for the Presi- 
dent and-or his attorneys. 


—The Chief Justice may rule on all 


"questions of evidence and incidental, 
"questions of evidence and incidental 
judgment of the Senate, unless some 
member of tho Senate shall ask that a 
formal vote be taken thereon, in which 
case it shall be submitted to the Senate 
for decision." 


—Evidence can be introduced only to 


support the articles of impeachment 


voted by the House. The Senate cannot 
revive charges dropped by the House or 
bring in new accusations. 


—At 12:30 p.m. of the day appointed 


for the return of the summons against 
the person impeached, the executive and 
legislative business of the Senate shall be 
suspended." 


—"If the accused, after service, shall 


fail to appear, either In person or by at- 
torney ... the trial shall proceed, never- 
theless, as upon a plea of not guilty." 


—"Once trial has started, the Senate 


shall continue in session from day to day 
Sundays excepted until final judgment 
shall be rendered." Mansfield has served 
notice he will recess an impeachment 
trial only for emergency legislation. 


—The case shall be opened by one 


manager, speaking for the House, and 
one counsel speaking for the President. 


—All motions by either side shall be 


addressed to the Chief Justice. 


—Permanent record shall be made "as 


In the case of legislative proceedings." 


—Prosecution and defense can call wit- 


nesses who will be examined and cross- 
examined. 


—"If a senator wishes a question to be 


put to a witness, or to offer a 'motion or 
order. . . it shall be reduced to writing, 
and put by the presiding officer." 


—One hour is provided for each side to 


argue motions. 


—During the trial, the Senate shall be 


open to the public "unless the Senate 
shall direct the doors to be closed while 
deliberating upon its decisions." 


—The final arguments may be made 


by two persons on each side. The House 
managers will open up the case and 
close it, as in the case of a criminal pros- 
ecution. 


—On the final question, votes shall be 


taken on each article of impeachment 
separately. 


"... If the person accused in such 


articles of impeachment shall be con- 
victed upon any of said articles by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members pre- 
sent, the Senate shall proceed, to pro- 
nounce judgment." 


The Constitution provides that judg- 


ment, in the case of impeachment, is re- 
moval from office. 


Fighting dies; discuss Cyprus peace

Drought threatens crops and livestock

A merciless, searing drought is drying 


up tho midlands and it is probably too 
late to save billions of dollars in crops 
and livestock. 


If rain, and lots of it, does not come 


soon, the situation can only get a great 
deal worse, state officials and experts 
surveyed by UPI said. 


The drought of 1974 probably will mean 


climbing prices at the supermarkets. Ad- 
ministration hopes for bumper crops 
which could drive down prices and still 
keep farmers happy seem sure to be dis- 
appointed in some of the nation's richest 
farm and ranch country. 


In Nebraska, there is talk that this 


drought could be worse than the disaster 
years of the 1930s. 


Appeals for federal aid in the form of 


easier farm loans and higher prices are 
going out from state capitols. Already 
Gov. J. James Exon of Nebraska has de- 
clared that state a drought disaster area. 
There is frightened talk of almost a zero 
corn crop is some areas. 


Gov. Bruce King has declared a state 


of emergency in New Mexico, where the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture says 
range land is in the worst condition since 
it began keeping records in 1922. 


In the corn belt, many farmers have 
despaired of bringing in a decent crop 
and are chopping up their corn for silage 
except that In some areas there is not 
much corn to chop. 


Conditions are approaching the critical 


stage as far cast as Ohio. 


State officials are glum in calculating 


the costs so far and those to come. 
Drought damage to crops alone in Texas 
comes to at least $2 billion. Nebraska's 
estimated loss is more than $1 billion. 
The loss in Kansas is estimated at 
around $1 billion. 


In central Illinois, agricultural experts 


look for a 50 per cent cut in crop yields 
on some farms. 


Senate probe: Russ grain 
deal was 'ineptly managed* 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate in- 


vestigators charged Sunday that the 1972 
grain sale to the Soviet Union, largest in 
American history, was "ineptly man- 
aged" from start to finish. 


As a result, they said, taxpayers' mon- 


ey was wasted, food prices Increased and 
public confusion resulted. 


The conclusion was reached by the 


Senate permanent investigations subcom- 
mittee on the basis of a lengthy inquiry 
and a scries of public hearings. 


In the summer of 1972, the Soviet Union 


bought over 700 million bushels of grain 
from the United States. Of this, 440 mil- 
lion bushels were wheat, 25 per cent of 
the total American wheat crop. 


In its report, the subcommittee said 


"the large sales of grain to the Russians 
are an illustration of how, in pur- 
suit of a worthwhile goal, government 
programs and officials can go astray. 


"At virtually every step, from the initial 


planning of the sales to the subsidy that 
helped support them, the grain sales 
were ineptly managed," the report 
added. "The result was public confusion, 
waste of taxpayers' dollars and higher 
-food prices." 


Chairman Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 


charged "the Great American Grain 
Robbery" was born, nurtured, and con- 
sumated in a climate of secrecy and bu- 
reaucratic negligence. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-I11., the rank- 


ing Republican on the subcommittee, 
said "out of the Russian grain deal, U.S. 
consumers got product shortages and 
higher prices." 


The subcommittee 
said the sales 


created a shortage in domestic supplies 
which drove up the price of bread and 
flour-based products. The shortage also 
resulted in increases in the price of feed 
grains which led to higher prices for beef, 
pork, poultry, eggs and dairy products.

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Merenkov quits Buffalo Grove police

Buffalo Grove patrolman Floyd Meren- 


kov resigned from the police department 
Saturday following the fire and police 
commission's decision to dismiss all 
charges against him. 


Merenkov was suspended by Police 


Chief Harry Walsh who asked the fire 
and police commission for his dismissal. 
In a formal complaint, Walsh charged 
Merenkov with disobeying an order, in- 
subordination and disrespect for a super- 
visor, taking action derogatory to the de- 
partment and discrediting the force. 


Merenkov, 27, in turn charged that 


some sergeants are guilty of theft and 
misconduct. He said he was suspended 
by Walsh after asking for an in- 
vestigation of the allegations. 


The commission's unanimous decision 


was made after Merenkov's attorney, 
Sherwin Kite, moved for dismissal of the 
charges because of a technicality. 


A STATE STATUTE allows the police 


chief to suspend a policeman a max- 
imum of five days, liie same law states 
the suspended policeman has the right to 
request a hearing before the Fire and 


Police Commission within 24 hours of the 
suspension. 


Kite told the commission that since 


Merenkov did not appeal the suspension, 
the matter was disposed of at the end of 
five days. The filing of formal charges, 
which came after the suspension, he 
said, was an attempt to punish Merenkov 
twice on the same charges. 


"This board does not have the jurisdic- 


tion to hear this case," Kite told the 
commission. 


Following Kite's oral motion, the com- 


mission called an executive session. Af- 
ter about five minutes, Walter Wellman, 
the commission's attorney, announced 
that it was his and the commission's 
opinion that Kite's motion was reason for 
dismissal of all charges against Meren- 
kov. 


"BY NOT APPEALING the case, he 


(Merenkov) admitted his guilt to the 
charges and cannot be before this com- 
mission on the same charges," Wellman 
said. "A man cannot twice be convicted 
of the same offense." 


Following the announcement, most of 


the more than 100 spectators that jam- 


med the village hall council chambers 
applauded the decision. Many of those 
present were among the 650 residents 
who signed petitions last week, asking 
the village board to investigate all alle- 
gations made by Merenkov against the 
police department. 


After the decision, Merenkov said he 


was undecided whether he would remain 
with the police department. Saturday af- 
ternoon, however, he sent a letter of res- 
ignation to the Fire and Police Commis- 
sion. 


"I DID WHAT I felt was necessary and 


it has been a tough and difficult road to 
follow. I sincerely hope my efforts have 
not been in vain," the letter said. "I feel 
I have served my community well, al- 
ways with the highest regard to the oath 
of office I took In September, 1971. 


"Now that my name has been cleared 


in a public forum and I have had an op- 
portunity to reflect on the matters at 
hand, I feel It would be unwise and detri- 
mental to my family to continue to serve 
as a police officer for the Village of Buf- 
falo Grove," the letter stated.

Appalachia finds some teen-age friends

In a small Applachlan community out- 


side Columbia, Ky., a group of teen- 
agers from the Northwest suburbs tried 
their hand with carpentry, working at 
the battered homes of strangers who lat- 
er became friends. 


The Appalachia Service Project was 


started six years ago by Tex Evans, who 
served as pastor of the United Methodist 
Church, Nashville, Tenn. There were 
families In the Appalachian regions who 
needed help in maintaining their homes, 
but often couldn't afford tho lumber, the 
labor or both. 


Tho purpose of the organization is to 


gather teen-agers from across the coun- 
try to serve as the work force behind the 
building projects, which usually require 
basic carpentry. As members of the 
First Church of the Incarnation (United 
Methodist) In Arlington Heights, 15 teen- 
agers volunteered to work at Kentucky 
worksites for one week. 


"WE WERE INEXPERIENCED labor- 


ers, but hard workers," said one of the 
participants, Rob Feaster, 
Arlington 


Heights. "We take many things for 
granted. Wo had to learn to make do 
with what we had." 


This is the second year the First 


Church of the Incarnation had sent young 
volunteers to help needy families, said 


the Rev. Larry L. Hllkeman who went on 
the trip. Some members of this year's 
group were veterans like Cindl Hanscn, 
W h e e l i n g , and Dawn Zadvodsky, 
Schaumburg. Both served as counselors 
to the project. 


They remember the quiet, rural life of 


the Appalachian community. Columbia, 
Ky, Is a "neat little town with a court- 
house square." 


"There were men In cover-alls who 


would spend the day whittling away," 
Miss Hanscn said. 


The sounds of dogs, cats and chickens 


were often mixed with the rumbling 
sounds of pick-up trucks. The volunteers 
say the highlight of the town night life is 
the Dairy Queen down the street. 


BUT DURING THE DAY. the hours 


were spent at the worksites. A bedroom 
had to be added on to the existing home. 
At other worksites, porches had to be 
rebuilt and roofs needed fixing. Some- 
times only a storm window needed re- 
pair. 


The families, however, more often 


couldn't afford tho costs of materials and 
labor even though a lumbermlll was 
nearby. In these shaky financial situ- 
ations, families get help through dona- 
tions raised by teen-aged volunteers like 
those from tho First Church of the In- 


carnation. There also are federal funds 
available. 


The volunteers tear down old and unoc- 


cupied structures, save the lumber and 
use it on new projects. This summer, an 
old barn was torn down and its parts 
were used elsewhere. 


It Isn't strange to see a new ranch 


style home next to a shack, said Kim 
Gardiner, Arlington Heights. 


"There was quite an assortment of 


houses." 


THERE WAS A lot of strenuous work 


and the volunteers learned a lot about 
building in one short week, said Rev. Hil- 
kemann. Roofs became unbearably hot 
as the afternoon sun bore down. Places 
had to be cleaned. There were no electric 
tools. Every scrap of lumber had to be 
sawed by hand. 


"We didn't have the best odds with 


green lumber," said David WiUcox, Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Those who were there last year believe 


the hard work will pay off. 


"I bclcive we did make an impression 


last year," said Miss Hansen. "Some of 
the places had to 'be cleaned before 
building so we cleaned them out. When 
we came back this year we found that 
the people had kept things neat. They put 
out garbage cans, put up new curtains in 
the place, everything. It makes it seem 
worthwhile."

His attorney, Berle 
Schwartz, said Walsh would call a press 
conference today and make a statement 
and present a "comprehensive report." 


Schwartz would not say whether Walsh 


is planning to refute the charges made 
by Merenkov. 


SHORTLY AFTER THE dismissal of 


charges, Trustee Edward Osmon called 
for an investigation into the allegations 
made by Merenkov. In addition, he said 
he will ask that Walsh and all members 
of the police department submit to pol- 
ygraph examinations. 


Osmon said he asked fellow village 


board members to go along with his 
request at an executive session July 8, 
but they "flatly refused." 


"I feel the village has a black mark 


and has to remove it," he said. I will 
again make the same request of the 
board at the next public meeting. If they 
again refuse I wiU make the request to 
the fire and police commission as a pri- 
vate citizen."

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Shoe makers unite to fight 'ugly, ill-fitting9 imports 


by LEROY POPE 


NEW YORK — American shoe manu- 


facturers, who used to fight each other 
bitterly, now aro cooperating to fight Im- 
ports. 


Some also arc becoming creative In 


stylo for tho first time. Toko Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber's shoo division. As 
recently as 18 months ago, Goodyear 
made little effort to Influence fashion, 
said Herman B. Post, general manager 
of tho shoe division. "Our salesmen said 
to customers, tell us what you want and 
we'll make It for you." 


But now, said Post, Goodyear has 


hired distinguished stylist Malcolm Bliss- 
et away from Hush Puppies and is ac- 
quiring "a huge font of fashion informa- 
tion." Post said Goodyear was forced to 
do this because the huge wave of Imports 
taking over tho market was based large- 
ly on attractive styllngs. 


"FORTUNATELY for Goodyear," said 


Business today 


Post, "shoe bottom materials have taken 
on Increased Importance as styling ele- 
ments. We can draw not only on our 
standing as a quality rubber manufac- 
turer but on our expertise in many other 
materials used In shoe bottoms. So we 
are trying to anticipate tomorrow's shoe 
bottoms. Will the surface be 'soft or 
rough? Will It be dip-dyed? Will It be 
thermoplastic rubber, crepe or shell?" 


While Goodyear alms at fashioning and 


reorganizes its shoe sales force to sell 
fashions, others In the shoe industry are 
preparing to do battle with the import 
flood that has closed 300 domestic shoe 


factories and 40,000 repair shops In a 
decade, but 800 American shoe factories 
and 18,000 repair shops still are in busi- 
ness, according to Goodyear. Most of 
them have survived other bleak periods. 
Goodyear is the second largest supplier 
of materials and components to the in- 
dustry of the 17 firms in that business. 


In 1965, shoe imports amounted to 87.6 


million pairs, half from Japan. 


This year's imports will total 330 mil- 


lion pairs, against 490 million pairs made 
by domestic factories, which turned out 
642 million pairs back in 1968. 


WHILE FOREIGN shoes have been 


sold largely on the basis of style, Iver M. 
Olsen, spokesman for the American 
Footwear Industries Assn. claims foreign 
shoe fashions are overrated. "The for- 
eign shoes get the benefit of a more ag- 
gressive retail effort simply because the 
retailers get a better markup on them, 
not because of their looks," Olsen said. 


Actually, said Olsen, many foreign 


shoes being pushed as high-fashion foot- 
wear are "ugly, ill-fitting and unsafe to 
walk in." 


The Footwear Industries Assn. still is 


pushing Congress to restrict shoe Im- 
ports. Some shoe exporting countries 
worry that Congress might cut their 
American sales off entirely so they are 
discussing voluntary restrictions on sales 
to the United States. 


South Korea already has restricted 


shoe sales to the United States.

Individuals may purchase treasury 


bills directly from a Federal Reserve 
Branch near their home. Or, bills may 
be purchased through a local bank by 
paying a commission that varies among 
banks. Typical commissions for buying 
one $10,000 treasury bill directly from the 


Federal Reserve Bank vary from $7.50 to 
$15. Tho lower fee Is typical for regular 
bank customers in one area. Federal Re- 
serve Banks charge no commission. 


Bills may be sold two ways — com- 


petitively through the weekly auction or 
noncompctltively 
through 
tenders. 


Amounts of less than $200,000 are priced 
at on average of the acution price on the 
day of sole. If you wish to buy a treasury 
bill, you may submit a noncompetitlve 
tender — an offer to buy a specific de- 
nomination — $10,000, $15,000, $50,000, 
$100,000 or higher. Tender forms are 
available from the Federal Reserve 
Bank or n branch. 


Tho Federal Reserve Bank will dccept 


your personal check certified by your 
bank, an official bank draft or a bank 
money order payable to either the Feder- 
al Reserve Bank or the Treasurer of the 
United States for the face amount of tho 
bills applied for. 


The difference between the amount of 


the check and the costs of the bills will 
be refunded at the time the bills are de- 
livered. Or, if you own maturing trea- 
sury bills, these may be exchanged on 
the date of issue of the new scries. 


THREE OR SIX MONTHS later when 


the bills mature they may be presented 
to the Federal Reserve Bonk either In 
person or by mail for payment. A check 
on the Treasury of the United States will 
be Issued to the presenter or mailed to 
the address given when the bills'are sur- 
rendered.

Bills submitted by mail should be sent by 
registered mail. 


Bills may not be redeemed or cashed 


before their maturity date at the Federal 
Reserve Bank. You may, however, sell 
unmatured bills cm the open market ei- 
ther through an investment broker or one 
of the large banks. A fee of $25 is 
charged by one bank for selling a trea- 
sury bill on the secondary market, and 
you will not get the full accrued Interest 
to the dote of sale. 


Interest on the treasury bills is subject 


to federal income tax just like any inter- 
est. However, interest on the bills is not 
subject to state Income tax In those 
states where such a tax exists. 


Risks are minimal in buying and hold- 


ing treasury bills. However, the bills are 
"bearer" instruments. That is, whoever 
possesses them Is deemed to be the own- 
er. Thus, bills should be handled as care- 
fully as cash to prevent their loss or 
theft. Buying the bills through a bank 
avoids the risk of loss or theft in ex- 
change for the service.

Ho 10 vital is your spleen? 


That I* a hard question to answer une- 


quivocally. Most people have tho spleen 
removed because of some medical prob- 
lem which is benefited by Its removal. In 
tnose instances the removal of the spleen 
should prolong the life and health of tho 
individual. 


If you lost your spleen from an au- 


tomobllo accident it might not make 
much difference. Many of the functions 
of the spleen arc duplicated by other 
parts of tho body. As an example, it pro- 
duces antibodies Important in our im- 
mune system, but that function is also 
accomplished by other parts of the body. 
So, while the spleen is Important, it is 
not essential to life In normal people.

Will jou tell me what ventricular tach- 


ycardia b? How serious Is It and will one 
always need drugs to control it? Is air 
travel allowed In this caw? 


Tachycardia means fast heart rate. 


The ventricles arc the heavy pumping 
muscular chambers at the bottom of the 
heart. When a spot In the ventricles be- 
come ovcrnctlvo it con take over elec- 
trical stimulation of heart beat. If the 
spot causes tho heart to beat fast then it 
causes ventricular tachycardia. 


Why docs the spot get ovcractlvc? 


There are many reasons. In some people 
It can be from underlying heart disease, 
including fatty cholesterol deposits In tho 
coronary arteries. In other instances 
there seems to be no associated heart 
disease at all. It makes a lot of differ- 
ence what causes the problem. When the 
ventricular tachycardia occurs as a com- 
plication of a heart attack, it is very im- 
portant and can progress to rapid twitch- 


ing of the heart muscle without any ef- 
fective full heart beat to pump blood. 
This Is life threatening. 


I have seen ventricular tachycardia in 


young healthy persons, sometimes una- 
ware that tho attack had occurred if the 
heart rate was not too fast. When the 
problem occurs without underlying heart 
disease, it can still be troublesome if it 
causes tho heart to beat too fast. If tho 
tachycardia is because of heart disease 
or is fast enough to cause symptoms, 
then it is usually necessary to take medi- 
cine either to abolish the episode or to 
prevent its recurrence. 


A person who has recurrent attacks 


with symptoms, even without other heart 
problems, usually takes medicine there- 
after to prevent future attacks. • 


About air travel, it depends again on 


the cause. Clearly if the ventricular tach- 
ycardia is caused by serious heart dis- 
ease one wouldn't travel until after re- 
covery. For recurrent attacks without 
other medical problems, one can travel 
by plane. Even if an attack should occur 
in the plane it would be no worse than 
on tho ground. Tho problem might be in 
getting Immediate medical attention. 
Commercial air planes arc not really 
that much different from a bus. The cab- 
in altitude is not allowed to be over 7,000 
feet and usually is much less than that. 
Remember, Denver has an altitude of 
5,000 feet, and the mountains nearby are 
much higher.

Ethics law a good one 


One beneficial piece of legisla- 


tion which survived the hectic clos- 
ing days of the spring session of 
the Illinois General Assembly was 
a strong taw requiring public dis- 
closure of most contributions to po- 
litical campaigns. 


The bill has been hailed as the 


best in the nation concerning dis- 
closures of political finances, and it 
was perhaps too much to expect 
that the legislature would make it 
applicable to the election cam- 
paigns now in progress. 


With statewide elections sched- 


uled for Nov. 5. the campaign dis- 
closure law will take effect Oct. 1, 
meaning that only contributions 
made in the final 35 days of the 
campaign will be subject to public 
disclosure. 


It appears likely that most candi- 


dates for state and local offices 
will take pains to sec that all their 
campaign contributions have been 
collected before Oct. 1. 


Beyond the 1974 elections, how- 


ever, the law will require detailed 
accounting of contributions by all 
candidates in local, county and 
state elections. 


Among the major provisions of 


the bill arc these features: 


• Any contributions totaling $100 


or more in a one-year period must 
be reported to the State Board of 
Elections or the county clerk, de- 
pending on the office involved, 
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along with the name and address 
of the contributor. 


• Candidates 
must 
maintain 


records of all donations to their 
campaigns, though contributions 
under $100 need not be filed with 
local or state authorities. 


• Anonymous contributions are 


prohibited. 


• Receipts 
from 
fund-raising 


events such as dinners and picnics, 
and sale of campaign buttons, post- 
ers and other items must be re- 
ported to election officials. 


In addition, the law gives elec- 


tion authorities the power to sub- 
poena witnesses to testify on com- 
plaints, which may be lodged by 
any person, and requires prompt 
disposition of such complaints. 


Coupled with earlier legislation 


requiring candidates to disclose 
their financial status, the new cam- 
paign disclosure law provides an 
added 
safeguard 
against 
over- 


financing of candidates by special 
interests. 


Columnist questions 'Kissingeritis'

Parent 'obsession9 hit

To be slightly corny, the most impor- 


tant thing about baseball is the crack of 
the bat, the thrill of a slide, or the taste 
of victory — and the feeling that the 
sport never fundamentally changes. 


Last week, this reporter went to a 


Boys' 
Baseball 
game 
in Arlington 


Heights. We've heard so much about 
Boys' Baseball in recent weeks that it 
seemed a good occasion to get a first- 
hand feeling about what had gone wrong 
with baseball since this reporter tried to 
play it (in 1955). 


The game, of course, was the same, 


for there are always warm summer eve- 
nings, close ball games and the thrill of a 
great catch or a homo run. Whether 
spectator or player, it's very easy for 
this reporter to be a chauvinist about 
baseball in any shape or form. 


Others share this reporter's beliefs, for 


as every suburban parent knows, base- 
ball is a very big business. For the child 
who wants to participate in Boys' Base- 
ball in Arlington Heights, there are 170 
teams, which create enough room for 
2,500 .boys. Consider the numbers of 
coaches, umpires, managers, league offi- 
cials, mothers, fathers, fans, pet,dogs 
and girl friends — all necessary to 
the sport — and you get a sense of the 
power of suburban baseball. 


Everywhere, the seductiveness of the 


game is the same. Organized, uniformed 
baseball in Arlington Heights is funda- 
mentally no different from street base- 
ball on South Waverly Street in Mount 
Prospect, where there are no uniforms 
and no thick books of rules — and where 
no one keeps a detailed scorebook of 
written memories. 


In either variation of the sport, how- 


ever, there are the problems which turn 
some fans into critics of the way the 
game is organized, but NOT of the game 
itself. Take, for example, the actions of 
parents. 


It is an act of love for a father to teach 


his children how to play baseball; that's 


an understood rule for all fathers. But 
what is frequently misunderstood by par- 
ents is that it is an act of childhood — an 
act of equal emotional power — for a boy 
to find out for himself about how to play 
baseball. In other words, both parties 
have to strike a balance if there isn't 
going to be a conflict. 


In other words, there's nothing wrong 


with a highly organized league, so long 
as the kids are the ones who enjoy the 
game. Too often, however, when the 
pressure of winning and losing becomes 
so great, the managers, coaches and par- 
ents lose sight of that objective. 


This reporter watched a young first 


baseman chewed out repeatedly by his 
father for not playing the game the way 
the father thought it should be played. 
The criticism was conversational, but it 
was apparent to everyone on the bench. 
The lad looked like he'd rather be any- 


where else than on that baseball dia- 
mond. 


Parents, lay off — and take a long, 


long look at what you're doing! The in- 
trusion of your ego, the intrusion of your 
dreams and aims takes the ball game 
away from your son. 


The most offensive part of organized 


baseball Is not obnoxious parents, be- 
cause most parents are sensitive to their 
ballplayer's needs. What is offensive is 
that too often baseball takes on a larger- 
than-life, reason-for-existence sense for 
too many families. There are important 
things for children to learn beyond the 
art of baseball; there are cultures to 
sample, other kids to meet, and much 
more than can be learned on a ball dia- 
mond in the Northwest suburbs. 


Baseball is recreation, and it should 


not be an obsession. And, above, all, it 
should be a kid's game.

There Is a law in the U.S. Code (Title

members arc on duty 24 hours a day 
wherever they are." 


The President, too,, we are told, is

the surface was delayed last year by an 
asphalt shortage and this year by the 
concrete drivers' strike.

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Automakers waiting for '75 models to debut 
New car sales haven't spurted—yet 


DETROIT (UPD—Automotive execu- 


tives who have been predicting a new 
car sales spurt apparently will have to 
wait until the 1975 models are introduced 
to sec if it will materialize. 


The four U.S. automakers, despite 


strong showing by American Motors and 
Ford, reported mid-July sales off 25 6 per 
cent from last year's record pace. Sales 
in the first 20 days were down 27.1 per 
cent from a year ago and marked the 
lowest 20-day sales period since March. 


ONE INDUSTRY analyst, describing 


July and August as in-between months, 
said automakers are marking time until 
they can debut their 1975 models in late 
September. 


William P. Benton, a Ford vice presi- 


dent and general manager of the Lincoln- 
Mercury Division, said customers are re- 
turning to big cars now that the energy 
situation has eased. 


"At this point, a lot of people who 


stayed out of the larger car market are 
coming back and there's a pent-up de- 


mand for new cars," he said. 


One strong point in the sales picture in 


mid-July was new truck sales records for 
Ford and Chrysler. 


Total car sales by the four automakers 


in the July 11-20 period were 231,007, 
compared with 310,431 in last year's 
record-shattering period. For the first 20 
days of this month, sales totaled 406,856 
cars, compared with 525,343 last year. 


GENERAL MOTORS showed the steep- 


est year-to-year decline in mid-July 


with a 34 1 per cent drop. For the year, 
GM is off 29 5 per cent. 


Ford sales were off 6.1 per cent, com- 


pared with a whopping 49 l per cent de- 
cline in the first 10 days of the month. 
The No 2 automaker has recorded a 20.1 
per cent drop in ycar-to-date sales. 


Chrysler sales were down 22.8 per cent 


and are 20 per cent behind last year. 
American Motors recorded an 8.3 per 
cent drop with sales for the year just 2.9 
per cent behind the 1973 pace.

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Historian lends authenticity 
to CBS Bicentennial series 


NEW YORK - Prof. Richard B. Mor- 


ris of Columbia University Is a minute 
man for CBS. 


Morris Is one of two historians who nd- 


viso CBS on Its "Bicentennial Minutes." 
The other is Prof. John C. Miller of Stan- 
ford University. 


"The minutes concentrate on one 


event, not necessarily political — It could 
be social," snld Morris, "but the over-all 
effect is that it Rives tho feeling of the 
times, which led from peace to tragedy." 


Tho minutes premiered July 4, 1074. 


They continue until July 4, 1070 — for a 
total of 732 minutes dealing with some 
aspect of life here and abroad during tho 
years that led to the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 


THE MINUTES, which arc nlrcd in 


prime time, usually feature a well-known 
actor or actress who reads about somo 
aspect of colonial life. 


The first minute was narrated by 


Charlton lleston, who was ushered In 
with an appropriate fifo-and-drum rendi- 
tion of "Yankee Doodle." He then read 
from George Washington's diary. During 
the next two years the minutes will be 
spotlighted by an array of celebrities 
from Walter Cronkite to Zsa Zsa Gabor. 


"During the summer of 1774 things 


were simmering." said Morris in his 
book-lined office at Columbia. "Peoplo 
were preparing for the Continental Con- 
gress in September and something was 
cooking there every day. That was tho 
hnolnnlna of the events that led to the 
American Revolution." 


Morris had just returned from a trip to

Europe where he visited several coun- 
tries to help prepare for the U.S. Bicen- 
tennial celebrations abroad. 


"A lot of people forget that Franco 


gave us the Statue of Liberty for our cen- 
tennial. The American Revolution had a 
meaning for them 100 years ago. Now, 
we have to alert them about the Bicen- 
tennial." 


MORIUS. WHO HAS written exten- 


sively about the American colonial peri- 
od, said the founding fathers would bo 
disturbed by the current political situ- 
ation in the United States. 


"The fathers would be disillusioned by 


all tho political corruption In the country. 
Why every day you read about a gover- 
nor or lieutenant governor or a senator 
being Involved In graft or perjury or con- 
spiracy. 


"And they would not be happy about 


the mess in Washington." 


But Morris said th.it Americans should 


have faith In the system of government 
because corrupt politicians are still held 
responsible to the law. 


"There is enough strength in our politi- 


cal structure that we can convict these 
men. These men aren't too big that they 
can't be held accountable for their 
crimes. That Is what impeachment is all 
about. The president is not too big to be 
held accountable. That's what the found- 
Ing fathers wanted." 


MORRIS THEN thumbed through a 


pile of Bicentennial scripts, which CBS 
sent him to check for accuracy. He was 
pleased by what he read. "The research 
was very well done," he said. 


Morris was an original member of 


President Lyndon Johnson's Bicentennial 
Commission, but he and the other four 
h i s t o r i a n s on the committee wero 
dropped after President Nixon took of- 
fice. They were fired July 4,1969. "Nixon 
wanted his own team," he said. 


And he admitted he was not an admir- 


er of the work of the Nixon commission. 
"They didn't have any historians until 
recently," said Morris. "And the man 
they put in charge was Bud Wilkinson, a 
football coach."

Quiet gone from library

Kids today will never know the tomb- 


qulot, hallowed library halls that often 
repelled former generations. They will 
never be glared at from behind horned- 
rimmed glasses by the "friendly librar- 
ian," who knew but one word — 
Shshshshshsh. 


Tho library has been transformed into 


a colorful, inventive, cordial place that 
offers not only books, but records, cas- 
settes, book discussion groups, hobby 
shops and even a hamster or two. The 
sign on the librarian's desk says: 
"Please do disturb me." 


Leading the way in library design 


breakthroughs is the Schaumburg Town- 
ship facility, remodeled just last year. 
Technological gadgets galore fill this 
unique reading haven and are not rele- 
gated to the adult section. In fact, the 
parents are as fascinated with, and as 
well represented in, the children's de- 
partment as the kids. 


TOTS READ IN a gingerbread house 


constructed with candy cane door jams, 
lollipop hedges and a gumboil chimney. 
Low plastic chairs hold little ones curled 
up with their favorite picture books 
whether it's "An Unlucky Day at Camp" 
or "Let's Be Friends." 


In a sunken part of the children's read- 


Ing room, youngsters don earphones to 
listen to their favorite tunes while pon- 
dering reading materials. The record col- 
lection for kids would make any dealer's 
selection look scant, with such diverse 
discs as "American Men In Space — The 
Story of Project Mercury," "The Story 
of Jazz" or "Camp Songs," to name just 
a few. 


"Gwendolyn" the guinea pig, lives in 


the Schaumburg Library with her 
friends, two hamsters, an aquarium 
full of tropical fish and the boys and girls 
who congregate around her chicken wire 
cage. 


Because the Schnumburg library is 


new In construction and big on room, it 
offers some programs other facilities 
cannot. Shrimp Shop, a run-jump kind of 
gym class for tots, is a big drawing card 
several times a week. Besides loud, get- 
thc-wigglcs-out exercises, the children 
watch movies and do finger games. Arts 
and crafts classes are also a highlight of 
the Schaumburg schedule. 


DESPITE THE fact that many librar- 


ies in the northwest suburbs lack room 
and updated facilities, they do have some 
exceptional summer programs. There's 
not just reading at these libraries. 


Story hour is one of the oldest and 


most common traditions at any library 
— although they usually last a short and 


sweet half hour. As one of the story 
ladies at the Arlington Heights Memorial 
Library said, "The kids get bored with 
everything after about three seconds 
anyway." 


Eager future bookworms file into li- 


braries all over the suburbs for multi- 
media sessions of singing, listening and 
getting acquainted with the library. 


Something new in story hours is the 


bedtime session now in progress at both 
the Schaumburg and Elk Grove Village 
libraries. Tots come to the library in 
their pajamas to hear the story-tellers 
weave other yarns. When they get back 
home, dad gets a rest from his nighttime 
ritual of reading books and the kiddies 
are ready to hit the hay. 


THE DBS PLAINES Library holds a 


different activity each week for young- 
sters, such as a hobby, show or a pet 
show. Book discussion groups for junior 
high-age youths are popular in Des 
Plaines and Palatine. Reading and com- 
paring some of the more controversial 
books of the times — "Book of Three," 
"The Ark" and "The Mock Revolt" — 
older students learn from each other 
about literary works. 


In Palatine, the library travels to the 


kids. Called the turnabout neighborhood 
program, several library workers, in- 
cluding summer college aides, go to dis- 


trict schools for a session of songs (com- 
plete with a guitar accompaniment), 
games and reading. For the older stu- 
dents, third grade and up, workshops in 
creative writings, origami and drama 
are held. 


A summer extension at St. Mary's 


School in Wheeling supplements the 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove program. Story- 
time for the little ones, crafts for the 
third to sixth graders and a filmmaking 
workshop for older youths are SRO for 
the summer season. Special events, held 
periodically, 
at the Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove library include a puppet show, a 
sports day and an open house to close out 
the season. 


THE ROLLING Meadows library, like 


most of the others, features movies at 
least once a week. 


And back In Schaumburg, junior high 


students are learning to be good baby- 
sitters and how to help around the li- 
brary as members of the Volunteens. 


Libraries offer children of all ages 


countless hours of fantasy. Emily Dickin- 
son once said: "There is no frigate like a 
book to take us lands away." Whether 
planting a garden, taking care of the 
family dog or doing card tricks, it's al- 
ways been that way. The only difference 
is that kids today don't always have to 
imagine. At their libraries they can DO.

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Sex and the preschool child 
What if your child masturbates? 


by JOANNE KOCH 


(Third of four related article*) 


"A governess en mo once to our clinic 


asking for enlightenment," reported one 
of psychiatrist Alfred Alder's associates 
In 1929. "Sho wanted to know why the 
7-year-old boy of whom she was taking 
caro every night had both his arms 
stretched out and tied to a board... 


"Our conversation brought out the fact 


that she had never before heard about 
onanlsm." 


This forced prevention of masturbation 


strikes a modern parent as barbaric. But 
MO have many more subtle means of 
suggesting to our children that handling 
their genitals for comfort or pleasure is 
reprehensible. Even when vto have re- 
jected certain old prohibitions, the In- 
grained no-no's from our childhood con- 
tinue to influence our behavior. 


Most of us "modern" parents were 


brought up to think of masturbation as 
an evil. In the case of boys perhaps a 
necessary evil. For littlo girls, It was 
considered downright abnormal. 


AS ADULTS, many of us require "per- 


mission" and encouragement from thera- 
pists, marriage counselors and a growing 
number of sexual dysfunction specialists 
to enjoy sensual pleasures. 


Parents may also bo afraid that the 


sooner their children learn to find pleas- 
ure In their own bodies, the sooner they 
uill .tcck such pleasure with others. The 
result, they reason, may bo early prom- 
iscuity or homosexuality. 


Dr. Maria Piers, dean of the Erikson 


Institute for Early Childhood Education, 
has found that physical pleasure Is usual 
and ex en normal for young children. 


"All children mosturboto between (ho 


njjw of 2 and 5." states Dr. Piers. 
".Many children ha\o probably c.xpcrl-

cnccd orgasm at the age of 3." 


THIS STATEMENT may seem surpris- 


ing, but Dr. Piers, who has observed 
thousands of children in nursery schools, 
orphanages and other institutions, ex- 
plains that the buildup and release of 
tension has obvious physical manifesta- 
tions. 
^ 


"The difference between their experi- 


ence and the adult version Is tho differ- 
ence In the kind of fantasies that go 
along with the act," she sold. Young chil- 
dren don't have sexual love and passion 
In mind. They simply find this another 
means to make themselves feel good. 


Harry Harlow's experiments 
with 


rhesus monkeys, conducted in the 1950s, 
provides a scientific basis to the view 
that masturbation Is a normal, essential 
prelude to the development of sexual and 
social health. 


Harlow maintained two groups of mon- 


keys — a control group, raised by their 
natural mothers, and an experimental 
group deprived of their mothers but giv- 
en a monkey-shaped wire feeder and a 
tcrrycloth-covcrcd monkey shape which 
the monkeys could cling to for comfort. 


IIARI.OW FOUND that the monkeys 


with the mechanical mother failed to 
masturbate, did not form friendships 
and, when presented at tho appropriate 
age with a mate, failed to copulate. 


Finally, the few female monkeys In the 


colony who did become pregnant because 
of the persistence of normal males 
turned out to be "hopeless, helpless, 
heartless" mothers. 


They either Ignored their babies or 


brutally abused them. 


Harlow's experiments were later sup- 


ported by psychiatrist Reno Spitz's ob- 
servations of human children in their 
first, second and third years of life. 


Don't be surprised! 


Right now, being "In" Is being bored. 


Being with it Is being above it, and most 
of all. it's being untouched by it. 


I was struck by this phenomenon one 


d.iy when I heard a radio ad for a cur- 
rent movie. The announcer quoted rave 
reviews from several magazines. Then a 
number of people, presumably as they 
were coming out of the theater after 
seeing the movie, were Interviewed. 


"Fantastic." a young woman said 


without emotion. "Hilarious," another 
said flatly. "Tremendous," a young man 
drawled. "An outstanding ciJmedy," 
added another terribly tired voice. 


It was an effective ad. The "Interview" 


toclinlque actually stirred up my visions 
of satisfied moviegoers leaving tho the- 
ntcr. Only as on afterthought did I real- 
ize how bored they all sounded, and it 
was this boredom that mado them sound 
authentic. 


THEN I BEGAN to listen closely to tho 


disc jockey between tho records on the 
rock station I had on. < I secretly listen to 
It in the car.) Ho, loo, was bored even 
when commenting on a "really great 
performance" by any of a number of 
"tremendously talented performers." 


After that I discovered that I am sur- 


rounded by seemingly bored people. 
From department storo salespeople to 
people I like as friends and neighbors. 
However, considering the people I care 
far, I have decided that most of them 
really aren't bored, they arc just con- 
forming to the lifestyle a la mode. 


In my observations of people I know 


who appear bored byt really are not, I 
have learned also that It takes work to 
pull off a convincing imago of boredom. 
It Is difficult to contain enthusiasm for a 
new car, a new job, a new baby, a nicer 
house. It takes effort to hide dis- 
appointments, too. 


UNFORTUNATELY, affected stylish 


boredom Is self-reinforcing. Sooner or 
later one begun to believe that the sur- 
prises in life are not really all that great, 
and the gap between emotions becomes 
narrower until stylish boredom becomes 
genuine boredom. 


Supposedly, our culture has evolved to 


permit men to express their feelings 
without embarrassment. But rather than 
this, I sec fewer people of both sexes al- 
lowing others to know how they really 
feel about anything. 


Some may believe that this is progress 


in mass decorum. 


I think it is a crying shame.

Some were reared without mothers in a 
foundling home, some in the nursery of a 
women's penitentiary where their moth- 
ers visited them regularly, and others 
with their own families. He found that: 


"WHERE THE relationship between 


mother and child was optimal, devel- 
opment in the first year of life surpassed 
the average in all respects, and genital 
ploy was present in all cases. 


"In the cose of infants where the rela- 


tion between mother and child was a 
problematic one, genital play was raro 
and other autocratic activities tended to 
replace It ... In the penitentiary nur- 
sery, the child's autoerotlo activities 
were directly influenced by tho mental 
state of tho mother." 


A reasonably healthy relationship re- 


sulted in genital play. Babies of schizo- 
phrenic or severely depressed mothers 
would tend to play with and eat their 
feces, rather than play with their gen- 
itals. In the foundling home, "where the 
relation between mother and child was 
absent, general development dropped be- 
low tho average, and genital play was 
completely missing." 


In children, as In primates, there ap- 


pears to be a developmental line, from 
being fondled by mother to sensitivity in 
the genital region, which eventually af- 
fects man-woman relationships as well 
as maternal attitudes in adult life. 


A HUMAN CHILD who has a healthy 


relationship with his mother in early life 
— who is fondled, loved and frustrated at 
appropriate times — will be apt to en- 
gage in genital play around the first year 
of life and in masturbation between the 
ages of 3 and 7. 


But being a human rather than a mon- 


key, a child must learn to understand 
that masturbation is not a public activi- 
ty. This puts parents on a psychological 
tightrope, trying to avoid encouraging 
masturbation and yet not slipping back 
into the attitude that normal curiosity 
and activity is evil and unnatural. 


Child psychiatrist Ner Littner offers 


this advice: "If a parent sees a child 
masturbating, and If the parent is upset, 
he/she has to go into a corner psy- 
chologically to reduce the upset. After 
the parent has lowered his/her level of 
intense feeling, suggest to the child that 
this is a private activity. 


"I found it simplest to tell my children 


that, just as people would be offended if 
you urinated in front of them, so they 
would be offended if you played with 
your penis or vagina in front of them. 
You learned how to control yourself so 
you could grow out of diapers and now I 
know you can control yourself so people 
can feel comfortable when you aro 
around."

Comes to Chicago to fight inflation, impeachment

Ford opens GOP counteroffensive 


by BOB LA1IEY 


Vice President Gerald R. Ford's weekend visit to Chicago 


appeared to signal the opening gambit In a Republican count- 
croffcnslvo against two of Its major enemies — Inflation and 
the Democratic Congress. 


With President Nixon embroiled in the critical stages of a 


battle against Impeachment, Ford came to Chicago with a 
coterie of White House advisors to open a second front in the 
administration's struggle for survival. 


Addressing 500 business and labor leaders at a conference 


in the Conrad Hilton Hotel Friday, Ford warned that the 
preoccupation with the Impeachment proceedings must not bo 
allowed to detract from White House efforts to curb inflation. 


"WE CANNOT afford to let the Inflation enemy Infiltrate 


while our attention Is diverted and we as Americans arc 
fighting among ourselves," the vice president said. 


Pleading for restraint In wage and price escalation by both 


labor and business. Ford declared that the major weapon 
against inflation must bo supplied by government at all lev- 
els. Ho drew his only spontaneous applause from the business 
leaden when ho declared, "Our (government's) first respon- 
sibility is to curb spending." 


Ford reiterated the pledge made by President Nixon the 


previous night in Los Angeles that his initial budget proposal 
of $305 billion for fiscal 1973 will bo trimmed by approximate- 
ly $5 billion. 


He also warned that congressional Democrats already have 


formulated proposals which would raise the budget figure to 
$312 billion. 


CITING PREDICTIONS that Democrats may gain from 50 


to 100 seats in Congress in the November elections, Ford 
warned that such a development could cripple the President's 
ability to veto "budget-busting legislation." 


"If vetoes on spending bills had not been sustained in the 


last three years," declared Ford, "there would have been a 
$27 billion Increase In federal spending. 


"What wo need after the next election is a Congress which 


will stand up and sustain vetoes which will avoid over- 
spending." 


Ford said Congress must resist programs which arc margi- 


nally desirable but not essential. "We simply cannot afford 
optional luxuries while striving to beat inflation," he said. 


ASKED IwVTEIl to explain "optional luxuries," Ford told 


newsmen that organized labor's proposed appropriations for 
the Dcpt. of Health, Education and Welfare, which ore two to 
three billion dollars over the Nixon proposal, Is "a very 
prime example of where a veto is needed." 


Ford also warned that election of a "liberal Democratic" 


Congress will lead to financial crippling of the Social Security 
program. 


Citing rising costs of paying Social Security benefits, the 


vice president said, "The liberals want to violate the sanctity 
of the Society Security trust fund. They don't want to increase 
taxes. 


"The big battle is going to come when the effort is made to 


Invade the general treasury to pay added benefits," he said. 


KOKO ALSO reiterated the President's intention to cut the 


government bureaucracy by 40,000 workers this year as a first 
step toward reducing the federal budget. 


GERALD FORD 


Acknowledging that that number seems small in a govern- 


ment work force of some 2.1 million employes, Ford said that 
such a reduction still would reduce the federal payroll by 
some $3 billion per year. 


He noted that approximately 50,000 government workers 


retired in the first six months of this year and sold the cut- 
backs could be achieved by not filling all vacancies. 


Also appearing with Ford at the White House conference 


were Secretary of Commerce Frederick B. Dent, Kenneth 
Rush, the President's recently appointed "economic czar," or 
counselor for economic policy; and William J. Baroody Jr., a 
special consultant to the President. 


BAHOODY SAID Nixon's appearance in Los Angeles and 


the vice president's visit here were the first of a series of 23 
such conferences to be held throughout the nation to encour- 
age increased productivity and wage and price restraints In 
the private sector. 


Rush identified the root cause of international inflation as 


an excess of demand said the administration Is determined to 
find ways to Increase productivity both here and abroad. 


Ho said the nation is years away from returning to an 


acceptable inflation rate of 3 to 4 per cent, but that the ad- 
ministration hopes in the next year to bring it down from 11 
to 12 per cent, to somewhere between 7 and 8 per cent.

We're paying 
more ior less, 
economists say

WASHINGTON - The American stan- 


dard of living — highest and most envied 
in the world — Is In eclipse, according to 
some government and private econo- 
mists. 


In the headlines are the words of schol- 


ars and theorists: "recession" "in- 
flation." 


But translate*] into pockctbook terms 


inflation and recession mean Americans 
are paying more for less. 


"There has been a real reduction in 


the standard of living," says Charles L. 
Schultze, a senior fellow at the Brookings 
Institution. 


Schultze says academic and govern- 


ment discussion now is focused on how to 
distribute the impact of reduced circum- 
stances. Who will bear the burden? The 
worker, the farmer, the senior citizen on 
fixed income or the welfare mother. 


Alan Greenspan, chairman-designate 


of the Council of Economic Advisers, 
puts it this way: 


"THE OVERALL effect Is that every- 


body is hurt. The only difference is be- 
tween having two broken legs or one." 


Greenspan says the economy has "de- 


teriorated to the point that the only al- 
ternatives are distasteful," including 
unemployment above the current 5.2 per 
cent, less federal spending, reduced busi- 
ness activity and consumer restraint. 


In the past six months, inflation has 


risen at a pace that has eroded the buy- 
Ing power of $1 to 90 cents. The most 
noticeable effects of the inflation are in 
the supermarket, where it costs more to 
buy smaller portions of food. 


ON A LARGER scale, total business 


activity has declined this year. And a 
public opinion pollster concludes that 
consumers are expecting an economic 
collapse. 


The Treasury Dept. says corporate in- 


come taxes are $4 billion below ex- 
pectations. The Commerce Dept. report- 
ed the Gross National Product fell 7 per 
cent between January and March and 
slipped 1.2 per cent in the April-June pe- 
riod.

Five men behind 
development of

With a cast of characters that includes 


a wide receiver partiallly blind in one 
eye and a defensive tackle with the un- 
likely name of Johnny Angel, Gibron 
gloats, "I got a good thing going here," 
although Bear fans now may not think 
so. 


Only 10,000 tickets have been sold for 


the Cardinal exhibition at Champaign-Ur- 
bana, most last winter when Illinois of- 
fered season ticket holders the affair as 
part of a Christmas gift certificate. 


Although the owners recently raised 


the rookies' training pay from $15.65 a 
day to $200 a week, they receive no pay 
for the exhibition play in accordance 
with their contracts. The rookies com- 
pensate at meal time in the college's 
cafeteria featuring a fruit pile that looks 
fresh from the Garden of Eden. 


With all this and ah- conditioned dorm 


rooms to boot, boys will be boys as any- 


one would be trying to enjoy the delights 
of a small college town on a hot summer 
night. A 1 a.m. bedcheck, standard 
procedure for aspiring Bear gridders, 
found one happy-go-lucky soul AWOL. ' 


"I don't know what he found in tills 


town at one o'clock in the morning," que- 
ried a sheepish Gibron. 


The wanderer left by mutual consent a 


few hours later. 


The less adventurous restrict them- 


selves to their rooms, or a couple of 
beers worth of time on the town. Break- 
fast and 9 a.m. workouts come awfully 
early. 


During scenes reminiscent of their col- 


lege days gone by, players lounge about 
their rooms, fraternize on the sidelines 
and speak in hushed tones across the din- 
ing hall tables of minor league football 
glories, life back home, the less-than-ad- 
mired traits of favorite Bear coaches or 
the tenacious play of linebacker Ray- 
mond Bryant, the club's top draft choice. 


Yet each player is shrouded in his own 


air of tension and intense concentra- 
tion. They're professional in their pur- 
pose, if not in talent. 


In any other summer, only a handful of 


candidates would find themselves in 
Bear blue by September. For those "who 
can't defend themselves" in the words of 
Gibron, a release could very well Bosh 
any further pro expectations. According 
to one aspirant, "If you get cut from the 
Bears, you haven't got much chance any- 
where else." 


For now, the veterans' absence is the 


rookies' salvation, and NFL Sunday and 
Monday night football may become the 
fans' change of pace from on almost ex- 
clusively mid-week diet of World Foot- 
ball League scheduling.

GARY PLAYER'S GOLF CLASS:

LAS VEGAS — Kyle Rote Jr., finds the 


state of his personal world slightly awry 
when he can be considered a famous ath- 
lete for such unrelated achievements as 
hitting a baseball (poor), riding a bicycle 
(fair) and hitting a tennis ball (well). 


What he really does best at the age of 


23 is kick a soccer ball and nominally it 
affords him a living as the center for- 
ward of the Dallas Tornado who general- 
ly play before modest crowds. 


But what projected him as a celebrity 


and was responsible for an Increase in 
his worldly goods was success at such 
competitions as the "Superstars" match 
in Rotonda, Fla., which enriched him im- 
mediately by $50,000, and the Dewars Ce- 
lebrity Tennis hire on the Las Vegas 
Strip, which got him a nice silver trophy, 
a lot of ink and a chance to see the hedo- 
nistic side of life. 


Kyle Rote Jr., Is good — In ways that 


could be resented by the overwhelming 
number of flawed Jiumans. He doesn't 
smoke and he doesn't drink and he In- 
variably prefaces his answers with 
"sir." He also has a pretty wife and be- 
lieves In hard work and all the tradition- 
al virtues. And finally, he has the high- 
powered Mark McCormack organization 
to shepherd him as his agent and help 
him capitalize on all his gifts. Why he 
could nmost be the Baptist belt's rebuttal 
tn Mark Spitz. 


But Kyle's redemption from the un- 


reality of being a hero figure is per- 
spective. He has seen it before and how 
evanescent the glorification of physical 
prowess can be. Remember, he is the 
son of Kyle Rote Sr., who was also tho 
All-American glamor boy, the profes- 
sional football star, the epic athlete. And 
for the first two decades of his life, Kyle 
Jr. was pointed to a football career be- 
fore his own sense of values Intruded and 
ho directed himself to a broader life 
reap." 


"I can understand what my father 


went through." he now says reflectively, 
"and it's been a very difficult thing to 
come to grips with. (His parents went 
through a traumatic marriage breakup 
when Kyle Jr.,-was entering his teens.) 


"In the last two years, we have be- 


come so much closer it's amazing. There 
is a pride thing I'm now aware of. When 
I was playing the Dewar's Celebrity fi- 
nals (with Rick Barry of pro basketball 
as his partner), I wanted to win very 
badly. 


"Every athlete says immediately, 'I 


don't have an ego.' But I think I do. Ev- 
ery athlete does," he said. 


This devotion to ego, with the added 


fact his father is a famous athlete, could 
have turned him away from sports. 


"I think it gave me a tremendous In- 


sight," he argues. "Not the glory side, 
but the other side of every day life. His 
whole attitude was, 'O.K., son, you're a 
unique individual even though you carry 
the same name that I do. If you're to be 
a great concert pianist, that's what I 
want you to be. If you're to be a great 
athlete, that's fine, too.' 


"He wanted to make sure that I had 


my own field to plow and my own to 
reap." 


Tho junior Rote went to Oklahoma 


State with fanfare to play football and 
abruptly changed course to transfer to 
tho little University of the South in So- 
wanee, Tenn., where he discovered soc- 
cer. 


"My whole attitude in college," he 


says, "was to get a good education and 
have another vocation I could go into be- 
cause so few of your athletes ever make 
It. I got to Oklahoma State and found out 
that I'm making C's and one or two B's 
and you can't get into law school with 
grades like that. I just didn't have the 
self-discipline living In an athletic dorm 
with some people who didn't think aca- 
demics, was a prime thing. I had to put 
myself In a place where I had to buckle 
down or leave, and Sewanee was one of 
those places.". 


It also led him Into soccer and con- 


junctive try at law school, but he gave 
up the law to transfer to divinity school 
at Southern Methodist where lie has fin- 
ished the first of three years. He can af- 
ford the latter because the success at the 
Florida Superstars competition gave him 
an Immediate bankroll and boosted his 
Tornado salary more than tenfold, from 
11,400 to $15,000. 


"Knowing I would have something to 


fall back on," he confesses, "has allowed 
me to enjoy athletics a lot more. There's 
not the pressure that, 'gee, if I don't win 
today, I've got no place to go.' 


"I love sports, but I think they're a 


great medium for me in my pulpit. I feel 
I have a greater ministry now than I 
ever will. I went Into it to make sure my 
head's on straight." 


There is also a balance for him In the 


spiritual and physical worlds. 


"I have to run or do something physi- 


cal every day," he says, "or else I can't 
study. It's a crazy thing." 


Well, not so crazy when you consider 


the end result. He's getting a lot of mile- 
age from the physical right now.

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Commission's decision based on technicality 
Merenkov quits police force 
after charges are dropped

Buffalo Grove patrolman Floyd Moron- 


kov resigned from the police department 
Saturday following the fire and police 
commission's decision to dismiss all 
charges against him. 


Merenkov was suspended by Police 


Chief Harry Walsh who asked the lire 
and police commission for his dismissal. 
In a formal complaint. Walsh charged 
Merenkov with disobeying an order, in- 
subordination and disrespect for a super- 
visor, taking action derogatory to the de- 
partment and discrediting the force. 


Merenkov, 27, in turn charged that 


some sergeants are guilty of tiieft and 
misconduct. He said he wns suspended 
by Walsh after asking for an 
in- 


vestigation of the allegations. 


The commission's unanimous decision 


was made after Merenkov's attorney, 
Shcrwin Kite, moved for dismissal of the 
charges because of n technicality. 


A STATE STATUTE allows the police 


chief to suspend a policeman a max- 
imum of five days. The same law states 
the suspended policeman has the right to 
request a hearing before the Fire and 
Police Commission within 21 hours of the 
suspension. 


Kite told the commission that since 


Merenkov did not appeal the suspension,

five days. The filing of formal charges, 
which came after the suspension, tic 
said, was an attempt to punish Merenkov 
twice on the same charges. 


"This board docs not have the jurisdic- 


tion to hear tills case," Kite told the 
commission. 


Following Kite's oral motion, the com- 


mission called an executive session. Af- 
ter about five minutes, Walter Wollman, 
the commission's attorney, announced 
that it wns his and the commission's 
opinion that Kite's motion was reason for 
dismissal of all charges against Mercn- 
kov. 


"BY NOT APPEALING the case, he 


(Merenkov) admitted his guilt to the 
charges and cannot be before this com- 
mission on the same charges," Wellman 
said. "A man cannot twice be convicted 
of the same offense." 


Following the announcement, most of 


the more than 100 spectators that jam- 
med the village hall council chambers 
applauded the decision. Many of those 
present were among the 050 residents 
who signed petitions last week, asking 
the village board to investigate all alle- 
gations made by Merenkov against the 
police department. 


After the decision, Merenkov said he 


was undecided whether he would remain 
with the police department. Saturday af- 
ternoon, however, he sent a letter of res- 
ignation to the Fire and Police Commis- 
sion. 


"I DID WHAT I felt was necessary and 


it has been a tough and difficult road to 
follow. I sincerely hope my efforts have 
not been In vain," the letter said. "I feel 
I Jiave served my community well, al- 
ways with the highest regard to the oath 
of office I took in September, 1971. 


"Now that my name has been cleared 


In a public forum and I have had an op- 
portunity to reflect on the matters at 
hand, I feel it would be unwise and detri- 
mental to my family to continue to serve 
as a police officer for the Village of Buf- 


falo Grove," the letter stated. 


Merenkov said Sunday he is unsure of 


his future, but said he would like to re- 
main in law enforcement. "I'm just go- 
ing to start looking for a job. I think 
there must be someone that is looking 
for an honest cop," he said. 


MEItENKOV CALLED the last three 


weeks "pure hell" and said, "I've done 
more than one man could be expected to 
do. The rest will be up to the village 
board, the fire and police commission 
and the people of the village." 


He thanked Kite, the Combined Coun- 


ties Police Assn., which paid for his de- 
fence, and the citizens and fellow police- 
men that supported him. 


Although no witnesses were called to 


testify, Kite said several members of the 
police department were "ready to put 
their jobs on the line" in his (Merenkov) 
defense. "That is not an every day situ- 
ation," he said. "Very often they (wit- 
nesses) will desert a sinking ship." 


Following the commission's decision, 


Walsh quickly left the chambers without 
answering questions. His attorney, Bcrle 
Schwartz, said Walsh would call n press 
conference today and make a statement 
and present a "comprehensive report." 


Schwartz would not say whether Walsh 


is planning to refute the charges made

Would YOU support 'modem' Bill of Rights?

Half the people In the Northwest suburbs wouldn't sign a 


petition to pass the Bill of Rights if they had the chance 
today. 


More than 300 persons had that chance Thursday morning 


as they were surveyed by students enrolled in a social science 
course this summer at Frcmd High School In Palatine. 


The students rewrote the first 10 amendments of the U.S. 


Constitution, putting them in modern-day terms. They put the 
amendments on a petition to be sent to U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-12th, and asked persons to sign It. 


About half wouldn't even read it, sold teacher David Smith, 


and half of those who did refused to sign it. In sum, the 25 
students In the class collected about 180 signatures in two 
hours. 


"SOME OF US dressed up kind of freaky and some dressed 


up straight," said one of the students. They stopped people at 
the Arlington Heights police station, Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. depots in Arlington Heights and Palatine, a post 
office and several food stores. 


The petition read, "In signing this, we believe that the 


proposals below arc sound and should be added to present 
laws." The Bill of Rights, as rewritten by the students, were 
then listed. 


The students admit they were surprised by some of the 


reactions they got. Hero arc some samples: 


"You're going to be investigated about this." 
"I'm a Democrat." 
"I don't have time. I'm going to Arizona." 
"What is this the American Civil Liberties Union?" 
"My husband does all the signing in our family." 
"I'll sign it if you tell me what time it is." 
"I don't want to sign but you've got some good ideas." 


STUDENT CKESCENTIA IIAIWY found her experience in 


surveying people In the Arlington Heights Municipal Building 
frustrating, to say the least. "The whole city hall was just so 
depressing." 


The Tremd Bill of Rights' 


Following is the Bill of Rights, as rewritten by Frcmd stu- 


dents. The third amendment, prohibiting the quartering of 
soldiers in peacetime, has been omitted and the amendments 
guaranteeing a speedy trial and trial by jury have been com- 
bined. 


No person should bo held for n serious crime, unless In- 


dicted by a grand jury. You can't be forced to speak against 
yourself or have property taken away. 


We want the right to be left alone, free of intrusions and 


forced entry without a proper court order. 


Government can In no way tell you what to say, what to 


print, what religion to believe in, or keep you from protesting, 
something you think Is wrong. 


No court should go too far in balls, costs, fines, or punish- 


ments. 


One may not use his civil rights to interfere with anyone 


else's. 


Any person arrested should be given a fast trial by a fair 


Jury. 


The State Militia of Illinois should be able to carry guns 


and ammunition (o stop riots instead of the federal troops. 


The federal government shouldn't take on any powers not 


given it by the Constitution. 


She said the desk sergeant at the police station there 


wouldn't sign it, saying that a speedy trial isn't possible with 
the backlog of cases before the courts. When she told him he 
was reading the Bill of Rights, she said he asked her to leave. 


Another student stopped a policeman who told her, "People 


who sip this are against their own rights. The law should be 
changed." 


One person who signed the petition almost 200 years after 


the amendments became law said, "It's about time." 


Two students dressed "freaky" went into a bakery and 


asked people to sign the petition. One woman took one look at 
them and said she wouldn't sign it. 


ONE MAN WAS hesitatnt to sign the petition and he ex- 


plained, "I'm a local politician." The student told him he had 
just been asked to support the Bill of Rights. He blushed and 
turned away. 


Two girls in the class talked to a crew of construction 


workers outside a local food store. The men asked them to 
explain the petition several times before finally signing it. 
The owner of the store came outside and the girls asked him

Instead of sitting in assigned seats in 


neat rows in a traditional program, chil- 
dren attending Dist. 96 schools and those 
participating in IGE programs elsewhere 
are permitted to work in groups at tables 
or lie on the floor to read a book, for 
example. 


A communications network between 


teachers and administrators is an Impor- 
tant part of the IGE program. By meet- 
Ing frequently to 'discuss needs of par- 


The committee became inoperative in 
June after the parents' fears were allay- 
ed by a meeting with Dist. 96 Supt. Will- 
iamHitzcman and school administrate^, 
said committee spokesman James Da- 
llnls. 


"We didn't know at the time what dis- 


cipline measures arc built into the IGE 
program," Dallnis said.

begin putting grade level objectives in 
sequence and expand multi-age grouping. 


The implementation outline calls for 


completing multi-age grouping of stu- 
dents according to objectives during the 
1975-76 school year with the program to 
be in full operation tho following year. 


SOME AREA public and private 


schools have lifted parts of the IGE total 
planning system and adapted those ele- 
ments to their own needs. 


the discipline problems of home," said 
Frances Silko of Buffalo Grove. "The 
discipline problems of home are reflect- 
ed in the discipline problems in school." 


PARENTS WHO said they have ob- 


served classes in session had varied re- 
actions to what they saw. 


"It was just complete confusion," said 


Anita Burke of Long Grove. "I couldn't 
even tell I was in a school." 


Mrs. Burke said she observed a class- 


room at Willow Grove School and found 
children sitting on the floor, walking 
around, everybody talking at once and 
teachers sitting with their feet on their 


desks, hands clasped behind their heads. 


"It's really an experience to see these 


children being so free at being a child," 
Mrs. Nixon said. "But it drives parents 
stark, raving mad." 


"It gives them more of a natural envi- 


ronment to work in with noise in the 
classroom," said Chelli Greenberg of 
Buffalo Grove. "The children are given 
more freedom also, to a certain degree." 


THE PARENTS interviewed also had a 


variety of opinions as to how well their 
children have enough work and con- 
they are benefiting from it. Most said 
their children enjoy the program and are 
doing well in school. 


Some parents said the workload Is too 


much for children in the IGE program, 
while others said they don't feel their 
children hav enough work and con- 
sequently, they have too much free time. 


Parents also said their children are 


bored with school under the IGE pro- 
gram, but loved school under the struc- 
tured system. Again, others felt the com- 
plete opposite and said their children 
love IGE schools. 


Mrs. Burke said her seventh grade 


daughter came home from school last 
year with headaches and work that she 
termed "overbearing." She said she 
hopes to transfer her daughter to a pri- 
vate school next year. 
. "I FIGURE each individual gets closer 
supervision and more attention (with the 
IGE program)," said Elizabeth Henning 
of Buffalo Grove. "I think it makes for a 
closer relationship between teachers and 
pupil. The teacher gets to know what the 
pupil needs." 


Mrs. Henning said, as did manv oar- 


ents, that her children are more inter- 
ested In school and are more independent 
under the IGE program. 


"I think it's a fresher, more realistic 


approach to education," said Nancy 
Goldstein of Buffalo Grove. "The chil- 
dren seem to be more interested in edu- 
cation than under the old-fashioned 
way." 


Two youths given light sentences in firebombing 


Two Wheeling youths were given light 


sentences in Arlington Heights branch of 
Circuit Court Friday after pleading guil- 
ty to charges associated with the June 8 
firebombing of Wheeling High School li- 
brary. 


Related cases involving two Wheeling 


youths charged with arson in the fire- 
bombing were continued to Sept. 10. 


Mark Torp, 17,. of 705 Elmhurst Rd., 


was sentenced to a weekend in jail and 
one year of probation after pleading guil- 
ty to battery charges. He was originally 


charged with aggravated battery and re- 
sisting arrest for allegedly kicking a po- 
liceman and trying to escape arrest. 


DANIEL CREPAS, 17, of Audrey Ct., 


was sentenced to one year of court su- 
pervision for interfering with a police ra- 
dio operator. Police said Crepas was 
trying to post bond for Torp at the police 
station when he was arrested. 


In a pre-trial conference, the state 


agreed to drop the resisting arrest 
charge when Torp agreed to plead guilty 
to reduced battery charge. Torp will 


spend two days in jail beginning Aug. 10. 


The two youths charged with arson in 


the firebombing are scheduled to appear 
before Judge Harold Sullivan's court in 
Skokie Sept. 10. Erwin J. Kopecky, 18, of 
912 Wiishire Dr., and James Serowka, 18, 
of 287 E. Norman Ln., are charged with 
starting the fire which caused an esti- 
mated $350,000 to the school's library. 


ACCORDING TO normal procedure, 


the cases against Kopecky and Serowka 
will be sent to a Cook County Grand Jury 


if plea-bargaining does not lead to a set- 
tlement before Judge Sullivan. 


Kopecky originally was arrested with 


Torp and two others youths who were 
part of an unruly crowd that threw rocks 
and bottles at police and firemen re- 
sponding to the fire. 


Last month, two of the youths arrested 


for disorderly conduct were given 90-day 
suspended sentences. They are Donald 
McEwen, 17, of 321 Wheeling Ave., 
Wheeling, and Kevin Doyle, 17, of 16 
Oakwood Dr., Prospect Heights. '

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Real estate tax 
hike is expected 
by city council 


Local residents can expect to finance 


the bulk of the cost increases for Dos 
Plaines city government through n hike 
in the real estate taxes. 


That seemed to be concensus reached 


during a city council commltteo-of-the- 
whole meeting last week. However, the 
aldermen also hope to hike a variety of 
fees and charges to bring In at least 
$200.000. Des Plaines Comptroller Dunne 
Blletz has estimated that the city will 
need about $800,000 In additional revenue 
to help finance city operation for 1075. 


Besides the likely Increase In the prop- 


orty taxes, the city council seems bent 
on increasing garbage collection fees 
from $1.50 to $2 per month and increas- 
ing and expanding the business license 
fen. 


Aid. Charles Bolck, 3rd. who Is chair- 


man of the city council's license and in- 
spection committee, said he is preparing 
a new business licensing program. 


nOLEK SAID THE new program will 


mean that a number of industrial oper- 
ations in the city now will have to apply 
for licenses. He estimated the new fee 
schedule will give the city about $50,000 
In additional revenue each year. 


During the course of discussion on the 


city lax levy, several aldermen sug- 
gested that more consideration be given 
to a local utility tax on electric, tele- 
phone and natural gas. City officials 
have estimated that a five per cent tax 


on all three utilities could mean an addi- 
tional $1 million In revenue annually. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, also suggested 


the city council consider a tax on all real 
estate transfers, slmlliar to a tax imple- 
mented recently by Cliicago. Abrams 
said such a tax on the sale of real estate 
could bring In about $50,000 each year. 


IK THE ADDITIONAL $60,000 Is tack- 


ed on the city real estate tax, home, 
owners can expect the tax rate to in- 
crease from .850 In 1973 to about .930 in 
1975. The increase would mean that a 
taxpayer with a home that has an equal- 
ized assessed valuation of $10,000 would 
sec a tax Increase from $85 in 1973 to 
about $93 in 1975. 


City officials have noted that it is diffi- 


cult to make a firm estimate of the tax 
Increase because the tax rate for 1974 is 
not available at this time and a precise 
assessed valuation for the city is not 
known. 


Blletz pointed out that DCS Plaines' 


share of the total real estate tax bill 
amounts to only 11 to 12 per cent. He 
also Indicated that the city actually 
will need about $1.3 million, but about 
$500,000 will be obtained through increas- 
ed state sales tax and Income tax reve- 
nues that arc returned to the city. 


Usually the city obtains about 30 per 


cent of its total operating revenue 
through real estate tax, Blletz added. 


Man survives slam against wall 


There was buzzing among those who 


saw It and there a shaking of heads In 
wonderment as they all echoed the senti- 
ment — he's lucky to be alive. 


Perhaps Darwin T. Lutz was lucky to 


bo alive, suffering only minor rope burns 
and cuts after being thrown 20 feet 
through the air against a brick wall. 


Lutz, 20, an employe for Wlgdahl Elec- 


tric Co., 623 Pratt, Elk Grove Village, 
was working Friday morning with a 
crew, taking down one of the city's air- 
raid slrcsns from atop the police depart- 
ment annex. The building is slated for 
demolition next month to make way for a 
new police station. 


The workers had planned to remove 


the 400-pound siren from the roof with a 


block and tackle attached to a truck. 
Lutz, of 44 May St., Addison, was holding 
a loose end of'tho rope wrapped around 
Ills hand when part of the rig slipped. 


According to reports, the siren fell, 


hurling Lutz about 20 feet into the air 
against the wall of the garage. Ho 
bounced off, falling onto the hood of the 
truck. 


"It looked like the rope caught his 


leg," said Jerome Coscino of the Des 
Plaines police, who witnessed the acci- 
dent. "It threw him up against the build- 
ing and ho hit the parapet of the wall," 
he said. 


A police squad car Immediately took 


Lutz to Holy Family Hospital, where ho 
was treated for cuts and rope burns. Ho 
later was released.

Rep. Young 
discloses 
his worth 


U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, re- 


vealed his financial records Friday, but 
added he does not believe such dis- 
closures mean very much. 


Bowing to what he termed "the spirit 


of the times and competition," Young 
said his net worth is more than $800,000 
including land holdings and stocks and 
bonds. 


The freshman congressman, who is 


locked into a heated campaign with Ab- 
ner J. Mikva, said his net worth dropped 
approximately $200,000 since he was 
sworn into office in 1973 primarily be- 
cause of declining stocks and bonds 
prices. 


SPEAKING AT TWO press confer- 


ences Friday, Young repeated his plans 
for the formation of a Fair Campaign 
Practices Committee in the 10th Con- 
gressional District. 


Young said he did not know how much 


the committee will have to do during the 
remainder of the campaign. He also said 
lie does not plan to resurrect the "dirty 
tricks" charges he leveled at Mikva sev- 
eral months ago. Young had contended 
that Mikva misrepresented his (Young's) 
views in a campaign newsletter. 


"I don't believe he has repeated those 


statements since," Young added. 


During the press conference, Young 


reiterated his stand against accepting 
contributions from what he termed "spe- 
cial interest groups." He said approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of the funds received 
in 1972 by Mikva came from such 
groups. Young noted that approximately 
10 per cent of his campaign was financed 
with such funds. 


WHILE INDICATING THAT he has re- 


turned approximately $5,000 in special in- 
terest contributions this year, Young 
added that he does not believe such con- 
tributions are wrong or affect a con- 
gressman's judgment. 


"I will refuse-such contributions be- 


cause it will give greater confidence to 
my constituents that I put their interest 
first," he explained. 


Mikva reported a net worth of approxi- 


mately $89,200 in June. He also chal- 
lenged Young to make a similar report. 


In making his disclosure, Young noted 


that a number of popular political figures 
including U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-IU., 
do not make any type of income dis- 
closures. 


He also reported that in addition to his 


congressional salary and income from in- 
vestments, he received 
approximately 


$12,000 in fees from his law practice. 
Young said that he had taken on no new 
clients since going to Congress. 


Would YOU support 'modern' Bill of Rights?

Half tho people in tho Northwest suburbs wouldn't sign a 


petition to pass tho Bill of Rights if they had the chance 
today. 


More than 300 persons had that chance Thursday morning 


as they were surveyed by students enrolled In a social science 
course this summer at Frcmd High School in Palatine. 


Tho students rewrote the first 10 amendments of the U.S. 


Constitution, putting them in modern-day terms. They put the 
amendments on a petition to be sent to U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-12th, and asked persons to sign it. 


About half wouldn't even read it, said teacher David Smith, 


and half of those who did refused to sign it. In sum, the 25 
students In the class collected about 180 signatures in two 
hours. 


"SOME OF US dressed up kind of freaky and some dressed 


up straight," said one of tho students. They stopped people at 
the Arlington Heights police station, Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. depots in Arlington Heights and Palatine, a post 
office and several food stores. 


Tho petition read, "In signing this, we believe that the 


proposals below are sound and should be added to present 
laws." The BUI of Rights, as rewritten by the students, were 
then listed. 


Tho students admit they were surprised by some of the 


reactions they got. Here are some samples: 


"You're going to be investigated about this." 
"I'm n Democrat." 
"I don't have time. I'm going to Arizona." 
"What Is this the American Civil Liberties Union?" 
"My husband docs all the signing in our family." 
"I'll sign it If you tell me what time it is." 
"I don't want to sign but you've got some good Ideas." 


STUDENT CltESCE.VriA BARKY found her experience In 


surveying people In the Arlington Heights Municipal Building 
frustrating, to say the least. "The whole city hall was just so 
depressing." 


The 'Fremd Bill of Rights' 


Following is the Bill of Rights as rewritten by Frcmd stu- 


dents. The third amendment, prohibiting the quartering of 
soldiers in peacetime, has been omitted and the amendments 
guaranteeing a speedy trial and trial by jury have been com- 
bined. 


No person should bo held for a serious crime, unless in- 


dicted by a grand jury. You can't be forced to speak against 
yourself or have property taken away. 


We want the right to he left alone, free of intrusions and 


forced entry without a proper court order. 


Government can In no way tell you what to say, what to 


print, what religion to believe in. or keep you from protesting 
something you think Is wrong. 


No court should go too far In bails, costs, fines, or punish- 


ments. 


One may not use his civil rights to interfere with anyone 


else's. 


Any person arrested should be given a fast trial by a fair 


jury. 


Tho State Militia of Illinois should be able to carry guns 


and ammunition to stop riots Instead of the federal troops. t 


Tho federal government shouldn't take on any powers not 


given It by the Constitution. 


She sold the desk sergeant at the police station there 


wouldn't sign it, saying that a speedy trial isn't possible with 
the backlog of cases before the courts. When she told him he 
was reading the Bill of Rights, she said he asked her to leave. 


Another student stopped a policeman who told her, "People

asked people to sign the petition. One woman took one look at 
them and said she wouldn't sign it. 


ONE MAN WAS hesitatnt to sign the petition and he ex- 


plained, "I'm a local politician." The student told him he had 
just been asked to support the Bill of Rights. He blushed and 
turned away. 


Two girls In the class talked to a crew of construction 


workers outside a local food store. The men asked them to 
explain the petition several times before finally signing it. 
The owner of the store came outside and the girls asked him

Appalachia finds some teejn-age friends

In a small Applachlan community out- 


side Columbia, Ky., a group of teen- 
agers from the Northwest suburbs tried 
their hand with carpentry, working at 
the battered homes of strangers who lat- 
er became friends. 


The Appalachia Service Project was 


started six years ago by Tex Evans, who 
served as pastor of the United Methodist 
Church, Nashville, Tenn. There were 
families In the Appalachian regions who 
needed help in maintaining their homes, 
but often couldn't afford the lumber, the 
labor or both. 


The purpose of the organization is to 


gather teen-agers from across the coun- 
try to serve as the work force behind the 
building projects, which usually require 
basic carpentry. As members of the 
First Church of the Incarnation (United 
Methodist) in Arlington Heights, 15 teen- 
agers volunteered to work at Kentucky 
worksites for one week. 


"WE WERE INEXPERIENCED labor- 


ers, but hard workers," said one of the 
participants, Rob Fcaster, Arlington 
Heights. "We take many things for 
granted. We had to learn to make do 
with what we had." 


This is the second year the First 


Church of the Incarnation had sent young 
volunteers to help needy families, said 
the Rev. Larry L. Hilkcman who went on 
the trip. Some members of this year's 


group were veterans like Cindi Hansen, 
W h e e l i n g , and Dawn Zadvodsky, 
Schaumburg. Both served as counselors 
to the project. 


They remember the quiet, rural life of 


the Appalachian community. Columbia, 
Ky, is a "neat little town with a court- 
house square." 


"There were men in cover-alls who 


would spend the day whittling away," 
Miss Hansen said. 


The sounds of dogs, cats and chickens 


were often mixed with the rumbling 
sounds of pick-up trucks. The volunteers 
say the highlight of the town night life is 
the Dairy Queen down the street. 


BUT DURING THE DAY, the hours 


were spent at the worksites. A bedroom 
had to be added on to the existing home. 
At other worksites, porches had to be 
rebuilt and roofs needed fixing. Some- 
times only a storm window needed re- 
pair. - 


The families, however, more often 


couldn't afford the costs of materials and 
labor even though a lumbermill was 
nearby. In these shaky financial situ- 
ations, families get help through dona- 


, tions raised by teen-aged volunteers like 
those from the First Church of the In- 
carnation. There also are federal funds 
available. 


The volunteers tear down old and unoc- 


cupied structures, save the lumber and 
use it on new projects. This summer, an 
old barn was torn down and its parts 
were used elsewhere. 


It isn't strange to see a new ranch 


style home next to a shack, said Kim 
Gardiner, Arlington Heights. 


"There was quite an assortment of 


houses." 


THERE WAS A lot of strenuous work 


and the volunteers learned a lot about 
building in one short week, said Rev. Hil- 
kcmann. Roofs became unbearably hot 
as the afternoon sun bore down. Places 
had to be cleaned. There were no electric 
tools. Every scrap of lumber had to be 
sawed by hand. 


"We didn't have the best odds with 


green lumber," said David Willcox, Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Those who were there last year believe 


the hard work will pay off. 


"I bclcive we did make an Impression 


last year," said Miss Hansen. "Some of 
the places had to be cleaned before 
building so we cleaned them out. When 
we came back this year we found that 
the people had kept things neat. They put 
out garbage cans, put up new curtains in 
the place, everything. It makes it seem 
worthwhile."

Report makes Centner feel 
he's both won, lost battle

"After getting Into that political situ- 


ation In the village. I feel like I'm com- 
Ing out a victor, although it has ruined 
mo In the eyes of the police profession," 
said former Palatine police chief Robert 
Centner. 


Centner was commenting on a report 


the Police and Fire Commission released 
Thursday night on the village board's 
eight charges, which resulted in his 
forced resignation last June. The board's 
acceptance of the report, and its in- 
tention to do nothing more with the com- 
mission's recommendations, marks what 
seems to be the end of events stemming 
from Centner's resignation. 


Centner was surprised with the com- 


mission's split consideration of the eight 
charges, having anticipated that tho 
commission would find him innocent of 
all eight offenses. Centner feels that if 
the case had been brought to a court of 
jurors, he would have been cleared of all 
the charges, but neither he nor hit attor- 
ney, John D. Hayes, have any further 
plans of legally continuing the Issue. 


"I'M NOT LOOKING for my old posi- 


tion back. I Intend to remain a lieutenant 
in the police department and look for- 
ward to my retirement. Having some- 
tiling like this on my record certainly 
Un't going to help me when they're pass- 
ing out promotions," Centner said. 


After reviewing more than 2,000 pages 


of testimony and evidence exhibited In a 
five-month public hearing that resulted 
from a massive- petition drive, the com- 
mission found no jubstantlntlon to four of 
the charges: that Centner failed to exert 
leadership, failed to enforce the liquor 
laws with late-hour tavern surveillance, 
failed to enforce the narcotics laws, and 
that Centner's administration was dotri-

The commission also reported that cvi-

greatly impaired by Centner's lack of 
communication and direction, and that 
he failed to enforce overweight truck 
laws.

been enough to dismiss Centner. Tho 
public was given the public hearings be- 
cause "a cloud of doubt would have al- 
ways hung over the board If it had not 
allowed the evidence to be shown, and 
this action to be taken," Fonte said.

Would YOU support 'modern' Bill of Rights?

Half tho people in the Northwest suburbs wouldn't sign a 


petition to pass the Bill of Rights if they had the chance 
today. 


More than 300 persons had that chance Thursday morning 


as they wcro surveyed by students enrolled in a social science 
course this summer at Fremd High School in Palatine. 


Tho students rewrote the first 10 amendments of the U.S. 


Constitution, putting them in modern-day terms. They put the 
amendments on a petition to be sent to U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane. R-12th, and asked persons to sign it. 


About half wouldn't even read it, said teacher David Smith, 


and half of those who did refused to sign it. In sum, the 25 
students in tho class collected about 180 signatures in two 
hours. 


"SOME OF US dressed up kind of freaky and some dressed 


up straight," said one of the students. They stopped people at 
tho Arlington Heights police station, Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. depots in Arlington Heights and Palatine, a post 
office and several food stores. 


Tho petition read, "In signing (his, we believe that the 


proposals below are sound and should be added to present 
laws." The Bill of Rights, as rewritten by the students, were 
then listed. 


Tho students admit they were surprised by some of the 


reactions they got. Here arc some samples: 


"You're going to bo investigated about this." 
"I'm a Democrat." 
"I don't have time. I'm going to Arizona." 
"What is this the American Civil Liberties Union?" 
"My husband docs all (he signing in our family." 
"I'll sign it If you tell me what time it is." 
"I don't want to sign but you've got some good ideas." 


STUDENT CRESCENTIA BARRY found her experience In 


surveying people in the Arlington Heights Municipal Building 
frustrating, to say tho least. "The whole city hall was just so 
depressing." 


The Tremd Bill of Rights' 


Following is the Bill of Rights as rewritten by Fremd stu' 


dents. Tho third amendment, prohibiting the quartering of 
soldiers In peacetime, has been omitted and the amendments 
guaranteeing a speedy, trial and trial by jury have been com- 
bined. 


No person should be held for a serious crime, unless in- 


dicted by n grand jury. You can't be forced to speak against 
yourself or have property taken away. 


We want the right to be left alone, free of Intrusions and 


forced entry without a proper court order. 


Government can in no way tell you what to say, what to 


print, what religion to believe in, or keep you from protesting 
something you think Is wrong. 


No court should go too far in bails, costs, fines, or punish- 


ments. 


One may not use his civil rights to interfere with anyone 


else's. 


Any person arrested should be given a fast trial by a fair 


jury. 


Tho State Militia of Illinois should be able to carry guns 


and ammunition to stop riots instead of the federal troops. 


Tho federal government shouldn't take on any powers not 


given It by the Constitution. 


Sho sold the desk sergeant at the police station there 


wouldn't sign it, saying that a speedy trial isn't possible with 
the backlog of cases before the courts. When she told him he 
was reading the Bill of Rights, she said he asked her to leave. 


Another student stopped a policeman who told her, "People 


who sign this are against their own rights. The law should be 
changed." 


One person who signed the petition almost 200 years after 


the amendments became law said, "It's about time." 


Two students dressed "freaky" went into a bakery and 


asked people to sign the petition. One woman took one look at 
them and said she wouldn't sign it. 


ONE MAN WAS hesitatnt to sign the petition and he ex- 


plained, "I'm a local politician." The student told him he had 
just been asked to support the Bill of Rights. He blushed and 
turned away. 
' 


Two girls in the class talked to a crew of construction 


workers outside a local food store. The men asked them to 
explain the petition several times before finally signing it. 
The owner of the store came outside and the girls asked him

of student lunches from 55 to 60 cents and adult lunches from 
70 to 73 cents. Lost year the board took the same action, 
raising the price from SO cents and 65 cents, respectively. 


Board member Edward Perry estimated that the district 


would lose about $31,000 next year due to increased food costs 
if It did not raise the price of lunches. Board Pres. Robert 
Creek sold the district has a policy of operating the cafeteria 
on a "break-even basis." 


About 35 per cent of the students In Dist. 211 take the 


complete lunch. Other students order Individual food items 
ala carte.

ward to finding out what the commission 
would present la tho report, but that af- 
ter hearing the results, said that it made 
little difference now. 


"It doesn't matter now, though. The 


people have hoard tho evidence in the 
public hearings, and regardless of what 
the report says, they can make up their 
own minds about this," Centner said. 


Centner said that he was not Informed 


that Jones had called the special meeting 
of the village board Thursday night to 
release the report. Neither he nor his at- 
torney received copies of tho report, and 
Hayes also went unnotlfied of the meet- 
ing. 


"I'm not surprised, though. The village 


board has operated all along In an un- 
mistakable pattern of the firing and forc- 
ing out of people," Centner's attorney, 
Hayes, said. 


Hayes feels that, despite the report, 


there is still "no question of the board's 
action to coerce Centner's resignation." 
Because Centner chose not to obtain a 
court order to force a hearing before his 
resignation, Hayes feels that there is 
"nothing more ho can do for his client." 


HAYES HAD NOT yet seen a copy of 


the report on Friday morning and ab- 
stained from commenting on it. But vil- 
lage trustee Robert J. Cuss Jr. had read 
the report and felt that It "completely 
supported the action of tho board in dis- 
missing Centner." Although the commis- 
sion found four of the board's charges 
substantiated, Cuss feels that any one of 
the eight charges "were serious enough 
in their own right to call for the dis- 
missal of Centner." 


"The board was vindicated from any 


previous accusation that political motiva- 
tion went Into that decision when the re- 
port recognized that the village trustees 


were merely acting on 'the basis of a 
real concern'," Guss said. 


Although the commission's report said 


that the board improperly handled the' 
resignation, Guss replied, "Well, I think 
that if we had it to do over again, and if 
we had known then what wo know now, 
I'm certain that things would have been 
done quite differently." 


Trustee Philip E. Stern wasn't on the 


board when Centner was dismissed nor 
during the public hearings but wasn't 
surprised at the commission's report. 


"There are two key Issues any man- 


ager or mayor and board are keenly in- 
terested in, In a department head. Those 
are department morale and adminis- 
trative ability," said Stern. "On these 
important issues relating to the man's 
ability to handle the job, he flunked the 
test." 


Stern feels Centner's dismissal was "a 


tough management decision" but "a 
proper action by the mayor and board." 


Asked about future public hearings on 


employe dismissals, Stern said, "It 
doesn't seem to me that In a manage- 
ment relationship there is any need for a 
public hearing. It Is the prerogative (dis- 
missal of employes') of the mayor as out- 
lined in the village code." 


SUPPORTERS FOR Centner have 


agreed that the most serious charges by 
the board attacking the integrity and 
ability of Centner, were not accepted by 
the commission as being supported by 
evidence from the hearings. 


"In the light of this, I feel that Centner 


has been properly vindicated," former 
Palatine village manager and Centner 
supporter, Berton Braun, said. 


Village Trustee Fred H. Zajonc consid- 


ers the commission's report to be secon- 
dary only to a "higher tribunal which is 
tho village residents, who have already 
had the chance to make their own judg- 
ments on the caes." 


Zajonc said that the commission's in- 


vestigation and report, which was done 
only to "appease the public," has done 
something different than "what the vil- 
lage board probably thought it would."

Public sympathizes with Centner 


Most of the public reaction to a report 


released Thursday to determine if for- 
mer Police Chief Robert Centner was 
rightfully dismissed from office, sided 
with the former chief. 


Many persons interviewed by The Her- 


ald Friday said that they hoped the af- 
fair would now end. 


More than 3,000 Palatine residents 


signed a petition last year demanding 
that public hearings be held to determine 
whether charges by the village board, 
leading to Centner's resignation, were 
valid. The Police and Fire Commission 
reviewed the testimony from the hear- 
ings and released its report on the 
charges Thursday, finding four of the 
eight charges supported by evidence, and 
four charges not suororted bv evidence. 


AFTER A YEAR of events, Palattn* 


residents seem sympathetic with Cen- 
tner, but seem anxious to see the end of 
the issue. 
"I don't think that what the village 


board did to Robert Centner was right or 
called for. But I do think that bringing 
all this evidence out in the hearings 
helped to clear Centner's reputation up, 
but also has hurt him by making him go 
through a year of so much," said a 
housewife, Mrs. Judy Bartsch, 839 N. 
Maple Rd., Palatine. 


"I guess the new village board needed 


a scapegoat and Centner was the one 
that they picked on," she said. 


Mrs. Kay Lets, 509 Monterey Rd., had 


a similar view saying, "I think that what 
happened with the dismissal of Robert 
Centner was all political, despite what 
the report says. I don't think that the 
report makes any difference because the 
people have heard all the evidence and 
made up their own minds about the is- 
sue." 


PALATINE businessman Harry Adam- 


son disagreed and insisted that, if the 
report has been properly presented and 
based on factual evidence, that "it would 
help to vindicate Centner or the village 
board." 


"I'm not sure right now who it would 


vindicate, though. There are so many 
factors involved here. There's been a 
time lapse since Centner's resignation 
last summer, and people need time to 
renew their thoughts and look at the re- 
port carefully," said Adamson, 347 
Pleasant Hill. 


The time lapse and the "dragging out 


of events" involved in the Centner resig- 
nation seem to be a major concern and 
consensus of most Palatine residents. 


"It's been over a year now and people 


arc getting tired of hearing about this 
thing, just like they did about Water- 
gate," said Mrs. Bobbette Gullett, 416 W. 
Wood St. in Palatine. 


"I think this should be the end of it 


because I don't think people really care 
about it anymore," she said. 
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Spiraling wages one of biggest problems 
Inflation causing headaches 
for local businessmen, too

It Is no surprise to the shopper to walk 


Into the local grocery or department 
store and find food and clothing costs go- 
Ing up. 


But Inflation, the scourge of con- 


sumers, Is treating merchants no better, 
they say. In recent months operating 
costs have risen and for some local mer- 
chants that has meant the need to econo- 
mic In certain areas and Increase prices 
In others. And for those who cannot cope 
with the trend, It can mean the end of a 
business. 


"Inflation closes businesses," said Har- 


ry O'Brien, director of the Rolling Mead- 
ows Chamber of Commerce. 


Often It U the single factor of splrnllng 


wages that forces a business to close, 
O'Brien <ald. When those wages cannot 
be met by the business employer, closing 
is often the only alternative, he said 


LOCAL MERCHANTS say they have 


had to deal with Inflation in several 
nays. Including passing some of their 
overhead costs onto the consumer. 


Increasing operating costs, particular- 


1) gasoline, wages ami labor costs, were 
the factors mentioned by City Trans- 
portation Co. owner Tom Glllen last 
month when he requested a cab fare rate 
Increase from Rolling Meadows officials. 
The Increase was the first sought in 
three years. 


"As a store owner I can say that there 


are a lot of hidden costs that people 
might not think of. like salaries, freight 
costs — which have been going up all 
over the place — rents, almost every- 
thing connected with merchandising," 
said Stan Herman owner of Jeans and 
Jeans Ltd. 


"There arc a lot of things people don't

realize, like the cost of wrapping supplies 
and paper products, which has gone up 
tremendously. 


"I'm starting to use a smaller size bag 


to package merchandise along with the 
larger bag and we use It whenever we 
can. We used to use only the large bag 
and put everything In It. It didn't matter 
that much. But now we're constantly 
looking for ways to save a few pennies." 


ALAN GARBER. head of Crawford's 


department stores, said utilities — light- 
Ing and heating for buildings — arc other 
costs which have Increased which the 
consumer Is likely to overlook. "Prac- 
tically everything we purchase has gone 
up and this is essentially true for every- 
one," Gnrber said. 


For department stores, pricing Is a dif- 


ficult thing to control because the store 
Is In the position of the middle man, he 
said "We're In the middle. We don't set 
the price and we don't decide the time of 
the sale." 


Factors such as International trade also 


will effect pricing, he said. Cotton and 
wool content items, for example, have in- 
creased, Garbcr said, because other 
countries now bid on U.S. supplies of 
tlicM- goods. 


"These arc not matters of choice on 


the local level; they arc matters of inter- 
national bidding," he said. 


Oddly enough, the merchants say they 


hove not noticed any great difference in 
the buying habits of the public. 


"We're not finding a radical shift in 


buying habits," Garbcr said. "One would 
think there would Ira a rush to lower- 
priced goods, and I think that might be 
true on the national level. But we're not 
finding that In our stores." 


"There has been a degree of 'worry 


buying.' though, with people fearing that 
the price of an Item will be higher in the 
future." 


ALVIN WODRICII of Lyncll's Furni- 


ture store, Rolling Meadows, expressed a 
similar view. 


"It hasn't effected us extensively. 


People are concerned, but I guess it's 
something they have to face," Wodrlch 
said. 


"In our field, people don't come In ev- 


ery day so they don't see the Increases 
as they would going in a food store every 
day. 


"But our costs arc going up. Everyday 


I get letters about planned freight in- 


creases and we're trying to fight it 
through our national association. I just 
got notification of another 10 per cent In- 
crease coming. But It's nothing we have 
control over," Wodrich said. 


Inflation in one sense has disguised 


part of its effect, some merchants say, 
because money amounts of last year are 
being matched by Incomes this year, al- 
though the number of Items sold is down. 


"It's a bit of a problem because you're 


not getting a true picture," Herman said. 
"We're watching very closely the num- 
ber of Hems sold because of that." 


ADVERTISING Is another area that 


costs the merchant money, although 
most said they have not had to change 
their ad patterns to cope with inflation 
buying habits. 


"This year we ran on extra sale, par- 


ticularly because of tho bad spring," 
Herman said. "Spring was late and cold 
and when that happens it always hurts 
merchants because people don't buy until 
the season Is almost over " 


Herman also is president of the Rolling 


Meadows Shopping Center Assn, which 
coordinates much of the advertising for 
member stores. 


"As far as the association Is concerned, 


everything we do costs more money so 
with the budget the same each year, we 
have to do as much with less money," ho 
said. "We have cut some of the smaller 
promotions, but we haven't reduced the 
advertising or other promotions sig- 
nificantly. 


"We at one time considered raising the 


dues of the association, but we decided 
at the last minute against it. An associ- 
ation is a little different than a single 
store, though, because wo don't have 
anyone to pass our higher costs on to."

Would YOU support 'modern' Bill of Rights?

Half the people In tho Northwest suburbs wouldn't sign a 


petition to pass the Bill of Rights If they had the chance 
today. 


More than 300 persons had that chance Thursday morning 


as they were surveyed by students enrolled in a social science 
course this summer at Frcmd High School in Palatine. 


The students rewrote the first 10 amendments of the U.S. 


Constitution, putting them In modern-day terms. They put the 
amendments on a petition to be sent to U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-12th, and asked persons to sign It. 


About half wouldn't even read It, said teacher David Smith, 


and half of those who did refused to sign It. In sum, the 25 
students In the class collected about 180 signatures In two 
hours. 


"SOME OF US dressed up kind of freaky and some dressed 


up straight," said one of tho students. They stopped people at 
tho Arlington Heights police station, Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. depots in Arlington Heights and Palatine, a post 
office and several food stores. 


Tho petition read, "In signing this, we believe that the 


proposals below arc sound and should be added to present 
laws." The Bill of Rights, as rewritten by the students, were 
then listed. 


The students admit they were surprised by some of tho 


reactions they got. Here arc some samples: 


"You're going to be Investigated about this." 
"I'm a Democrat." 
"I don't have time. I'm going to Arizona." 
"What is this the American Civil Liberties Union?" 
"My husband docs all tho signing in our family." 
"I'll sign It If you tell me what time it is." 
"I don't want to sign but you've got some good Ideas." 


STUDENT CRESCENTIA HARRY found her experience In 


surveying people In the Arlington Heights Municipal Building 
frustrating, to say the least. "The whole city hall was just so 
depressing." 


The 'Fremd Bill of Rights' 


Following is the Bill of Rights as rewritten by Frcmd stu- 


dents. Tho third amendment, prohibiting the quartering of 
soldiers In peacetime, has been omitted and the amendments 
guaranteeing a speedy trial and trial by jury have been com- 
bined. 


No person should be held for a serious crime, unless in- 


dicted by a grand jury. You can't be forced to speak against 
yourself or have property taken away. 


We want the right to be left alone, free of Intrusions and 


forced entry without a proper court order. 


Government con In no way tell you what to say, what to 


print, what religion to believe in, or keep you from protesting 
something you think Is wrong. 


No court should go too far In balls, costs, fines, or punish- 


ment*. 


Ono may not use his civil rights to interfere with anyone 


else's. 


Any person arrested should be given a fast trial by a fair 


jury. 


The State Mllltln of Illinois should be able to carry guns 


and ammunition to stop riots Instead of the federal troops. 


The federal government shouldn't take on any powers not 


given It by the Constitution. 


She said the desk sergeant at the police station there 


wouldn't sign it, saying that a speedy trial isn't possible with 
the backlog of cases before the courts. When she told him he 
was reading the Bill of Rights, she said he asked her to leave. 


Another student stopped a policeman who told her, "People 


who sign this are against their own rights. The law should be 
changed." 


One person who signed the petition almost 200 years after 


the amendments became law said, "It's about time." 


Two students dressed "freaky" went into a bakery and 


asked people to sign the petition. One woman took one look at 
them and said she wouldn't sign it. 


ONE MAN WAS hesitatnt to sign the petition and he ex- 


plained, "I'm a local politician." The student told him he had 
just been asked to support the Bill of Rights. He blushed and 
turned away. 


Two girls in the class talked to a crew of construction 


workers outside a local food store. The men asked them to 
explain the petition several times before finally signing it. 
The owner of the store came outside and the girls asked him

Students and teachers wilt pay a nickel more for lunch this 


fall In High School Dlst. 211. 


The Dlst. 211 board of education Thursday raised the price 


of student lunches from 55 to 60 cents and adult lunches from 
70 to 75 cents. Last year the board took the same action, 
raising the price from SO cents and 65 cents, respectively. 


Board member Edward Perry estimated that the district 


would lose about $31,000 next year due to Increased food costs 
If It did not raise the price of lunches. Board Prcs. Robert 
Crock said the district has a policy of operating the cafeteria 
on a "break-even basis." 


About 33 per cent of the students in Dlst. 211 take the 


complete lunch. Other students order Individual food Items 
ala carte. School officials said prices of individual items will 
be raised a proportionate amount. 


Season tickets to go on sale 


Schaumburg High School students will be able to purchase 


a season ticket to athletic events, plays and concerts at their 
school this year. 


The High School Dlst. 211 board approved an experimental 


plan at Schaumburg to Issue season tickets to students for $10 
each.

Phil and 
Jim felt the pressure and came up with 


Appalachia finds some teen-age friends

In a small Applachlan community out- 


side Columbia. Ky.. a group of toon- 
nsers from the Northwest suburbs tried 
Ihclr hand with carpentry, working at 
the battered homes of strangers who lat- 
er became friends. 


The Appalnchla Service Project was 


started six years ago by Tex Evans, who 
served as pastor of the United Methodist 
Church. Nashville. Tcnn. There were 
families In the Appalachian regions who 
needed help In maintaining their homes, 
but often couldn't afford the lumber, the 
labor or both. 


The purpose of the organization is to 


gather teen-agers from across the coun- 
try to servo as the work force behind the 
building projects, which usually require 
basic carpentry. As members of the 
First Church of the Incarnation (United 
Methodist) in Arlington Heights, 15 teen- 
agers volunteered to work at Kentucky 
worksites for one week. 


"\VE WERE INEXPERIENCED labor- 


ers, but hard workers," said ono of the 
participants. Rob Fcaster, Arlington 
Heights. "We take many things for 


granted. We had to learn to mnko do 
with what we had." 


This Is the second year the First 


Church of the Incarnation had sent young 
volunteers to help needy families, said 
the Rev. Larry L. Hilkcman who went on 
the trip. Some members of this year's 
group were veterans like Cindl Hanson, 
W h e e l i n g , and Dawn Zadvodsky, 
Schaumburg. Both served as counselors 
to the project. 


They remember the quiet, rural life of 


the Appalachian community. Columbia, 
Ky, Is a "neat little town with a court- 
house square." 


"There were men in cover-alls who 


would spend the day whittling away," 
Miss Hanson said. 


The sounds of dogs, cats and chickens 


were often mixed with the rumbling 
sounds of pick-up trucks. The volunteers 
say the highlight of the town night life is 
the Dairy Queen down the street. 


HUT DURING THE DAY, the hours 


were spent at the worksites. A bedroom 
had to be added on to the existing home. 
At other worksites, porches had to be 
rebuilt and roofs needed fixing. Some- 


times only a storm window needed re- 
pair. 


The families, however, more often 


couldn't afford the costs of materials and 
labor even though a lumbermill was 
nearby. In these shaky financial situ- 
ations, families get help through dona- 
tions raised by teen-aged volunteers like 
those from the First Church of the In- 
carnation. There also are federal funds 
available. 


The volunteers tear down old and unoc- 


cupied structures, save the lumber and 
use it on new projects. This summer, an 
old barn was torn down and its parts 
were used elsewhere. 


It Isn't strange to see a new ranch 


style home next to a shack, said Kim 
Gardiner, Arlington Heights. 


"There was quite on assortment of 


houses." 


THERE WAS A lot of strenuous work 


and the volunteers learned a lot about 
building in one short week, said Rev. Hll- 
kcmann. Roofs became unbearably hot 
as the afternoon sun bore down. Places 
had to be cleaned. There were no electric 
tools. Every scrap of lumber had to bo 
sawed by hand.

Windows may be replaced wth unbreakable material 
Replacing broken glass 
financial pain for schools 


Schools may have fewer and fewer 


glass' windows in their classrooms as 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 and 
other school districts total up the yearly 
amount of money spent on replacing 
glass. 


Dist. 15, which spent almost $20,000 


last year on replacing broken panes, has 
been trying to solve the problem by 
building schools with fewer windows and 
putting in colored unbreakable window 
sections Instead of glass.

Also under 
consideration are nonbreakable see- 
through panes, Tremelling said. 


Other area school districts have tried a 


number of ways to beat the ever-increas>- 


ing cost of vandalism and window break- 
age. Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 has 
tried to cut down on vandalism by in- 
stalling an extensive system of burglar 
alarms. 


Mount Prospect School dist. 57 has re- 


placed windows with brightly colored 
pieces of metal where light is not essen- 
tial. River Trails School Dist 26 at one 
time hired a private security system to 
watch one of their schools. Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54 several years ago 
started a parent patrol system. 


"It's a community problem through ev- 


ery school district," Tremelling said. "I 
think a total community involvement 
would help," he added. 


Tremelling said that if parents would 


call the school district whenever they 
saw youngsters vandalizing the schools, 
it could help.

If the commission refuses to reinstate 


him or offer a hearing, Ricker will ask 
his attorneys, Silverman & Kite, to file 
for a writ of mandamus in Circuit Court 
to require a hearing into the events sur- 
rounding his resignation, Ricker said 
Thursday. 


The ex-patrolman, 22, who was on the

Ricker said he would tell 
the commission the "whole story" about 
the two-hour meeting in which he was 
pressured to resign. Police Chief John 
O'Connell has denied pressuring Ricker 
for a resignation, noting Ricker said In 
his letter he was resigning for personal 
reasons.

Would YOU support 'modern' Bill of Rights?

Half the people In the Northwest suburbs wouldn't sign a 


petition to pass the Bill of Rights If they had the chance 
today. 


More than 300 persons had that chance Thursday morning 


as they were surveyed by students enrolled In a social science 
course this summer at Frcmd High School in Palatine. 


The students rewrote the first 10 amendments of the U.S. 


Constitution, putting them in modern-day terms. They put the 
amendments on a petition to be sent to U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-l2th, and asked persons to sign It. 


About half wouldn't even road it, said teacher David Smith, 


and half of those who did refused to sign It. In sum, the 25 
students In the class collected about 180 signatures In two 
hours. 


"SOME OF US dressed up kind of freaky and some dressed 


up straight," said one of the students. They stopped people at 
the Arlington Heights police station, Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. depots in Arlington Heights and Palatine, a post 
office and several food stores. 


The petition read, "In signing this, we believe that the 


proposals below ore sound and should be added to present 
laws." The Bill of Rights, as rewritten by the students, were 
then listed. 


The students admit they were surprised by some of the 


reactions they got. Hera arc some samples: 


"You're going to be Investigated about this." 
"I'm a Democrat." 
"I don't have time. I'm going to Arizona." 
"What Is this the American Civil Liberties Union?" 
"My husband docs all the signing In our family." 
"I'll sign it If you tell me what time It is." 
"I don't want to sign but you've got some good Ideas." 


STUDENT CKESCENTIA BAItltY found her experience In 


surveying people in the Arlington Heights Municipal Building 
frustrating, to say the least. "The whole city hall was just so 
depressing."

Two students dressed "freaky" went into a bakery and 


asked people to sign the petition. One woman took one look at 
them and said she wouldn't sign it. 


ONE MAN WAS hesitatnt to sign the petition and he ex- 


plained, "I'm a local politician." The student told him he had 
just been asked to support the Bill of Rights. He blushed and 
turned away. 


Two girls in the class talked to a crew of construction 


workers outside a local food store. The men asked them to 
explain the petition several times before finally signing it. 
The owner of the store came outside and the girls asked him

The adding machines and calculators 


In school district business offices will be 
working overtime in the next few weeks 
as officials begin computing their ex- 
pected tax collections. 


Computations will be based on a re- 


duced tax multiplier and assessed valu- 
ations which arc expected to be released 
within the next two weeks. 


Officials in Mount Prospect schools say 


they are unsure how the reduced multi- 
plier, which was chopped from 1.59 to 
1.4813, will affect their expected tax col- 
lection. 


The multiplier Is used by local taxing 


districts to equalize assessments. 


THE REDUCED multiplier may cause 


some districts who do not receive in- 
creased assessments to lose money. In 
order to prevent this, however, a bill 
which Gov. Daniel Walker was expected 
to sign Friday has been approved by the 
legislature to protect against tax revenue 
losses this year. 


The bill provided two options for com- 


puting taxes. One method used .1073 as- 
sessed valuation figures, tax levies and 
the reduced multiplier. Districts which 
have experienced large increases in as- 
sessed valuation may favor this plan. 


A second method, which would favor 


districts who might otherwise experience 
tax losses because of the lower multi- 
plier, would allow districts to use 1972 
assessments and the 1972 multiplier of 
1.S9. This method would assure that 
these districts would receive at least the 
same tax collection as last year. 


THE BILL ALLOWS districts to choose 


the method which will be of most finan- 
cial benefit to them. 


J. C. Busenhart, Mount Prospect Dist. 


57 assistant superintendent in charge of 
business, said Friday he is not yet sure 
how the various possibilities for comput- 
ing taxes will affect the district. 


Busenhart already has presented to the 


board of education a tentative $4,322 mil- 
lion budget which is scheduled for a pub- 
lic hearing and adoption Aug. 19. 


The budget was computed using a mul- 


tiplier of 1.48 and an assessed valuation 
estimated at $114 million, which repre- 
sents a $3 million increase over the 1973 
assessment figure.

The culture crunch comes Wednesday 


at the next scheduled meeting of the Ar- 
lington Heights Cultural Commission. 


The long-proposed Arlington Heights 


Cultural Center, 400 N. Dunton Avc., is 
threatened with a two-way squeeze. The 
$3 million multi-purpose center, as con- 
ceived by world-renowned theater con- 
sultant George C. Izcnour. is having 
trouble finding backers to pay for pre- 
liminary architect drawings and models. 


The site itself Is being seriously consid- 


ered for the Arlington Heights Memorial 
Library In Its plans for expansion. The 
library board has noted the site has re- 
mained a parking lot for more than 10 


Connector 
street work 
lias begun 


Construction work has begun on the 


connector street that will join Sigwalt 
and Davis streets Immediately cast of 
the Arlington Heights Municipal Build- 
in?. 


Improvement of Davis Street, from 


Sigwalt to Dryden, was approved by tho 
Ullage board In June at a cost of 
$312.32990. Mllburn Brothers Inc. was 
the low bidder on the project. 


When completed late this summer, tho 


Slgw alt-Davis connection will form an 
extended thoroughfare southeast to Ar- 
thur Avenue which continues south to 
Central and Bussc roads. 


A grade crossing across the Chicago 


and North Western Ry. tracks and North- 
west Highway at Davis and McKlnlcy 
also is a planned part of the new road 
network, but likely will take several 
more years to complete. 


Work on the Slgwalt-Davis project was 


delayed because of the 66-day strike by 
cement truck driven that held up mil- 
lions of dollars worth of construction 
work in the Chicago metropolitan area. 


The strike also delayed the start of tho 


village's annual summer street repaying 
program Repair of broken curbs and tho 
resurfacing of streets resumed late last 
week. 


Arlington Heights Public Works Direc- 


tor Gene Willroth said there would be no 
major street closings In connection with 
tho repaying program.

Would YOU support 'modern' Bill of Rights?

Half the people in the Northwest suburbs wouldn't sign a 


petition to pass the Bill of Rights If they had the chance 
today. 


More than 300 persons had that chance Thursday morning 


as they were surveyed by students enrolled In a social science 
course this summer at Frcmd High School in Palatine. 


Tho students rewrote the first 10 amendments of the U.S. 


Constitution, putting them In modern-day terms. They put the 
amendments on a petition to be sent to U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-12th, and asked persons to sign It. 


About half wouldn't even read it, said teacher David Smith, 


and half of those who did refused to sign it. In sum, the 25 
students In the class collected about 180 signatures in two 
hours. 


"SOME OF US dressed up kind of freaky and some dressed 


up straight," said one of the students. They stopped people at 
the Arlington Heights police station, Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. depots in Arlington Heights and Palatine, a post 
office and several food stores. 


The petition read, "In signing this, we believe that the 


proposals below arc sound and should be added to present 
laws." The Bill of Rights, as rewritten by the students, were 
then listed. 


The students admit they were surprised by some of the 


reactions they got. Hero arc some samples: 


"You're going to bo Investigated about this." 
"Pm.a Democrat." 
"I don't have time. I'm going to Arizona." 
"What Is this the American Civil Liberties Union?" 
"My husband docs all the signing in our family." 
"I'll sign it if you tell me what time it is." 
"I don't want to sign but you've got some good ideas." 


STUDENT CIIESCENTIA ItARRY found her experience in 


surveying people In the Arlington Heights Municipal Building 
frustrating, to say the least.

Two girls in the class talked to a crew of construction 


The men asked them to 
explain the petition several times before finally signing it. 
The owner of the store came outside and the girls asked him

Al Juliette Low School 
'Archeology for Beginners' 
is a summer school smash

• A primitive basketball game where 


one who scores a basket is so honored 
he's offered up as sacrifice to the gods. 


• An ancient major sports league 


where competition among neighboring 
villages was fierce and pride in favorite 
teams high, much like the pro sports 
leagues of today. 


• A modern day doctor, seeking to 


prove the advancement of ancient surgi- 
cal tools, operates with instruments fash- 
ioned thousands of years ago. 


True talcs like those and many others 


arc just one of the reasons for the popu- 
larity of one of the summer school 
classes this year in Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59. 


Colled "Archeology for Beginners," the 


course Is in its third summer at the dis- 
trict's Juliette Low School in Arlington 
Heights and is generating so much inter- 
est that students are giving up free time 
during the school day to finish off class 
projects, said Sol Mlnkoff, Low School 
principal. 


Mlnkoff, who says he "coordinates the 


class, but doesn't teach It," arranges for 
speakers who have gone on archeologlcal 
digs, sets up trips to ancient history mu- 
seums and even dreams up special class 
activities for his students. 


BY FAR THE favorite project of the 


summer, one of Minkoff's ideas, was 
having the students make up their own 
culture, complete with "artifacts," which 
were then burled on school grounds. 


Groups of students first would make up 


their own culture, giving it certain identi- 
fiable traits. The group would then rum- 
mage around at home for artifacts that 
would identify their culture, such as a 


piece of fishnet for a culture that lived 


by the sea or a bit of colored cloth to 


represent weaving. 


The artifacts were then scaled into a 


plaster mold and buried, said Minkoff. To 
make the artifacts even more realistic, 
sometimes only small pieces of an object 
were burled. 
"That's b e c a u s e archeologists 


rarely find whole objects intact, just 
pieces," said Minkoff. 


THE GROUPS who buried their arti- 


facts were required to provide maps, 
which identify where the objects are lo- 
cated. This week the students, provided 
with maps leading to another groups' ar- 
tifacts, will be going on their own 
"digs," In an attempt to find the buried 
treasure. 


Once found, the students will unearth 


their find by chipping away at the plas- 
ter, said Minkoff. From what they find, 
the groups then will report on what type 
of culture's artifacts they've found. 


While the enthusiastic students have 


learned a great deal about ancient his- 
tory, Minkoff cited even further benefits 
from the class. 


"It lends itself to getting kids to work 


together in a group," said Mlnkoff. "It 
also helps them accept a people whose 
beliefs arc completely unlike their own," 
he added. 


"The-kids were especially impressed 


with the advanced levels of ancient civ- 
ilizations," said Minkoff. "That made it 
easier for them to accept," he said. 


OTHER CLASS activities have includ- 


ed building a "pyramid" from cardboard 
Instead of stone. Trips to the Oriental In- 
stitute in Chicago to view artifacts from 
ancient civilizations heightened interest 
in archaeology, said Minkcff. 


Sneakers also helped the students un- 


derstand ancient cultures while stimu- 
lating interest, Minkoff said. One woman 
who had been on several "digs" told 
about a South American culture that 
played a game resembling a combination 
of modern games, basketball and soccer. 
The game was played much like basket- 
ball, but with rules common to soccer — 
you can't touch the ball with the hand. 


Needless to say, the added rule made a 


basket uncommon — like once in 10 
years, Minkoff said. The player was so 
revered he was usually promptly hon- 
ored by being "sacrificed to the gods," 
he said. 


Another true account the students en- 


joyed was brain surgery performed by 
two Peruvian doctors in the 1940s. The 
two surgeons, trying to prove the ad- 
vancement of ancient Peruvian surgeons, 
performed the operation to relieve 
pressure on the brain, using the same 
tools their ancestors had used to perform 
the same procedure a (thousand years 
earlier. 


Another South American culture, high- 


ly interested in sports, had intense com- 
petition among "centers," or village-like 
groups. Minkoff said the competition and 
intense following closely resembled that 
of professional sports today. 


Of course, as in any other class, the 


students occasionally complain. When 
asked what she disliked about the course, 
student Linda Stowcll replied, "It's too 
short."
